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GREECE DEFYING EUROPE 


SHE REFUSES TO HEED THE WARN- 
ING OF THE POWERS. 
{INSISTING THAT SHE MUST HAVE THESSALY 
AND EPIRUS—FIGHTING TO THE BITTER 

END THREATENED, 

Lonpon, Jan. 25.—The Greek Govern- 
ment, in reply to the note of the Marquis of Sal- 
isbury, says that the representations of England 
infringe on international and diplomatic ob- 
servance, and declares that Greece reserves per- 
fect freedom of action. The answer further 
says that Greece has not declared war, nor has 
she given cause for England to inter- 
fere regarding her attitude. Bulgaria having 
violated the treaty of Berlin under the xegis 
of England, Greece is justified in using 
every means in her power, and even to 
resort to arms if necessary, to obtain 
the concessions the treaty of Berlin gave her. 
Greece wili maintain her claim to Thessaly and 
Epirus, no matter what the cost may be, and is 
prepared to take the field at the eartiest moment 
and fight to the bitter endinsupport of her 
rights. She is confident of success. The first 
movement of Turkish troops against Greece 
will be the signal for a revolt in Albania and 
Macedonia, and Europe will not look placidly on. 

The Greek Minister in an interview respecting 
the warlike news published this morning from 
Athens, says: “ The Greek King, Government, 
and people will fight to the bitter end before 
they will allow Bulgaria to absorb 100,000 people 
belonging to the Greek race, which she will cer- 
tainly do if the union ot Bulgaria and Eastern 
Roumeilia is recognized. Greece is fully entitled 
to the whole of Epirus. England is interfering 
with the rights and liberties of Greece. Iam 
confident that the Greeks can whip the Turks at 
sea. As toa land conflict the moment war is de- 
clared Macedonia and Albania will be set in 
flames, thus cutting off the land communications 
of the Turks.” 

In the House of Commons this afternoon, the 
Right Hon. Robert Bourke, Political Secretary 
of the Foreign Office, in answer to inquiries re- 
garding the warlike news from Greece, said that 
at the instance of England the six great powers 
inforined Greece yesterday that a naval attack 
by Greece upon Turkey would not be permitted. 

Count von Hatzfeldt, Count Karoly, and M. 
Waddington, the German, Austrian, and French 
Ambassadors, respectively, had a conference 
with Lord Salisbury to-day for the purpose of 
<n measures to prevent warlare in the 

dast. 

Admiral Lord John Hay, commanding the 
Mediterranean squadron, consisting of the Alex- 
andra, Neptune, Thunderer, Dreadnaught, Iris, 
Carystort, Cockatrice, Coquette, Cruiser, Hecla, 
Superb, and Helicon, has received instructions 
as to the course he shall pursue in the event of 
it becoming necessary for him to take action on 
Engiand’s demand of Greece to disarm.

The Coquette 
is a composite gunboat of 430 tons and 410 horse 
power, carrying 4 guns. The Cruiser isa train- 
Ing ship of 960 tons, carrying 4 guns. The 
Hecla is an iron ship of 6,400 tons and 1,760 horse 
power, an’ carries 6 guns. The Superb is an 
iron armor-plated ship of 9,170 tons and 6,580 
horse pewer, carrying 16 18-ton guns. 

The defiant attitude of Greece, the news of 
maval preparations by England and Germany, 
and the publication of Lord Salisbury’s note to 
the Greek Government, together with various 
rumors, inciuding one that Lord Salisbury med- 
itate | resigning, had a depressing influence on 
stocks to-day. Greek, Turkish, and Egyptian 
recucitios each fell l per cent. The Continental 
Bou..e3 ruled irregular during the day, but 
closed slightly steadier. 

The Liberals will,probably propose that the 
Government be censured for coercing Greece. 
The Cabinet will meet to-morrow. Dispatches 
are frequentiy exchanged between  Lon- 
don an Athens, but so. far without 
result. The supporters of the Ministry main- 
tain thatthe danger of the situation justified 
the coercion of Greece. Greece has completed 
ber preparations fof war,and is now seeking a 
plausable pretext for a conflict. 

ATHENS, Jan. 25.—Other diplomatic rep- 
resentatives have presented to the Government 
a note identical with that presented by the 
British Minister. The Government bas madea 
reply similarto the replyto the British note. 
Frequent warlike demonstrations are taking 
place in + his city. 

The Go ‘ernment organ asserts that Sir Horace 
Rumbe?d, the British Mintster,in imparting to 
the Groek Government Premier Salisbury’s note 
fnoforming Greece of England's attitude, used 
Janguace tending to break the relations existing 
bet ween Englaid and Greece.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 25.—It is reported 
that the Greek fleet is going to Crete. The 
Turkish Cabinet is sitting. The Porte has dis- 
patched a circular note to the powers asking 
them to assist in a prompt settlement of the 
Grecian dificulty. 


BERLIN, Jan. 25.—The North German Ga- 
zette says: “The attitude of England with re- 
gard to the warlike position assumed by Greece 
toward Turkey must be vigorously supported. 
The powers must not allow that small firebrand 
State to jeopardize the peace of Europe.” 

A dispatch from Whlbelmshafen, one of the 
principai German navai stations on the North 
Sea, says that the ironclad Prinz Friedrich Karl 
is being rapidly fitted out for sea. Her destina- 
‘ion is Pirecus, the port of Athens. The Prinz 
rriedricb Karl carries 16 guns of 10 tons each. 
She is of 6,000 tons displacement and 3,450 horse 
power.

TO FACE THE IRISH PROBLEM. 
THE CABINET DECIDE TO BRING IN THE 


COERCION QUESTION AT ONCE. 


Lonbon, Jan. 25.—The Government has 
resolved to let the Irish coercion question pre- 
cede the new procedure rules in the House of 
Commons. This change of front has caused 
much surpris?, as it has been generally under- 
stood that the Government would seek defeat 
by forcing the House of Commons to act on the 


Amendments, the Ministry, according to report, 
being afraid to face the Irish issue just now. 

In the House of Lords this afternoon the Earl 
of Kilmorey, Conservative, moved the abolition 
of the office of Viceroy of Jreland. 

In the House ot Lords to-night Lord Salisbury 
said he hoped that within two days the Govern- 
ment would be able toexplain the steps which 
jt is considered necessary to take in Ire- 
land. Lord Kimberley said he was surprised 
that Mr. Smith’s sbort sojourn in Dublin had 
enabled the Government to mature and an- 
nounce its Jrish policy. Lord Kilmorey with- 
drew his motion to abolish the Lord Lieuten- 
eney of Ireland. Lord Salisbury contirmed Mr. 
Bourke’s statement regarding the action of the 
powers in Greece. 

It is rumored that Lord Salisbury's statement 
regarding Ireland was due toa telegram from 
Chief Secretary Smith saying tbat repression 
was absolutely necessary. The Press Association 
states that the measures will include the procla- 
mation of the National League and remedial 
measures, : 

in the House of Commons Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach, Chancellor of the Exchequer, and leader 
in the House ot the Conservatives, said, in an- 
swer to a cuestion, that the Government had no 
intention of abandoning the control of the Irish 
constabulary. ; 

Dr. W. A. Hunter, Liberal member for North 
Aberdeen, moved an amendment to the address 
in reply to the Queen’s speech denouncing the 
Government for having used the revenues of 
India to carry on the Burmese war. 

r. Hunter withdrew;his ataendment on the 
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advice of Mr. Gladstone to defer untiia credit 
wes asked for Burmah. 

Mr. James William Barclay, Liberal, intro- 
duced au amendment on the question of land 
reform, which was rejected by a majority 
of 238. Lord Hartington, r. Goschen, 
and Mr. Leonard Courtney, Liberals, 
voted with the Government on Mr. 
Barclay’s amendment. Mr. Chamberlain, Mr. 
Labouchére, Mr. Herbert Gladstone, and the 
Parnellite members supported the amendment. 
Mr. Gladstone, Sir William Vernon-Harcourt, 
and Mr. Trevelyan did not vote. The House 
subsequently adjourned, 

A dispatch from Rome says that the Moniteur 
de Rome, the organ of the Vatican, expresses an- 
noyance and disgust at the opposition displayed 
in the Queen’s speech to the sundering of the 
legislative union between Great Britain and Jre- 
Jand. The Moniteur longs for the time to come 
when the world shall see Protetantism entirely 
extirpated from Ireland and Catholicism uni- 
versally recognized, 

Patrick O’Brien, Secretary of the Liverpool 
branch of the National League, has been 
selected as the Nationalist candidate for Parlia- 
ment for the middle division of Armagh, vacant 
by the death of John McKane, Loyalist. 

The Irish Conservative members ot the House 
of Commons met at the Carlton Club to-day, and 
arranged to hold weekly meetings to discuas the 
best means of supporting the union between 
Great Britain and Ireland, and of upholding law 
and order in the latter country. 

The police authorities of Chester say they have 
discovered that the threats against the Prince of 
Wales which caused so much excitement hereon 
Friday had no other foundation than the silly 
talk of a half-witted fellow living in Chester, 
The Prince was to-day presented with a loyal 
address by the citizens of Chester. The city was 
handsomely decorated with bunting in honor of 
the occasinn. The Prince afterward started for 
London. where was no demonstration whatever 
of an offensive character. 

A meeting of the members of the Corn Ex- 
change was held to-day. A resolution was 
adopted declaring that, owing to the great dis- 
tance between the city and the Tilbury Docks, 
which are soon to be opened, extra expense and 
risk would be incurred in delivering grain, es- 
pecially loose grain, from those docks to the 
city, and it was therefore advisable that in 
future contracts for the delivery of grain in 
London the Tilbury Docks should be excluded 
unless a special agreement was made to land the 
carsroes there. 


Lonnon, Jan. 26.—The News says that 
lobby gossip has it that the Salisbury Govern- 
ment.will fall within a week and that Mr. Glad- 
stone will be ready to assume office.

HOW A CHICAGO ROULETTE 
DOCTORED BY TWO PLAYERS. 

Curcaco, Jan. 25.—Two yaqung men, | 
whose bames are not written down in any acces- 
sible records, drifted into Jeff Hankin’s 
gambling rooms at No. 125 South Clark- 
street yesterday morning. It was 10 o’clock, 
and two games were running—faro and 
roulette. Thetwo bought $25 worth of chips 
and put $5 worth on the red. The wheel flew 
around, the ball dropped into the black pocket, 
and the chips passed back to the “roller’s” 
stack. Twenty dollars more went the same 
way, the two putting their money on the 
red and the ball settling in a black pocket. 
The two looked surprised, and backed away 
with their $5 worth of chips. Other persons 
tempted fortune, and by and by the ball stopped 
inared pocket. Thetwo yuune men ieomad at 
each otber,and then put the $5 worth of chips 
on the red, The red won. The “roller” hand- 
ed out $10 worth of chips, and the players, cash- 
ing partof them, bet again on the red. Again 
the red won, and over and over again the piay- 
ers inet with like fortune. The bets increased, 
but the two players kept on winning. 

By and by Hankins himself stepped up. There 
was $20 on the red, and the ball stopped just at 
the edge of a black pocket, where by the law 
of gravitation it should have rotled in. 
But it didn’t. Hankins jabbed the point 
of his penknife into the black pocket and 
fished out a bit of black oilcloth. Every other 
black pocket had this same sort of a bottom. 
I]t was out of the question for the ball to stay in 
a black pocket even if it could slide over the 
edge of the oilcloth filling, and it only stopped 
there at first because the cloth was new and 
sticky. ‘* Cashin all your checks and get out,” 
said; Hankins quietly. The two players passed

BAITING THE PRESIDENT 


REPUBLICAN SENATORS DEVISE A 
SCHEME OF ANNOYANCE. 
EFFORTS TO WORRY THE PRESIDENT AWAY 

FROM THE PATHS OF REFORM—PARTI-: 

SANSHIP IN THE ADMISSION OF STATES. 
, WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—A new device has 
‘been hit upon by the Republican Senators by 
which they hope to be helped in their attempt 
to get at the President’s reasons for suspending 
Federal ofticersand nominating new men in their 
places. The Judiciary Committee, or the Re- 
publican | majority of that committee, 
has decided to take up one of 
the nominations referred to it — that 
of a District Attorney in Alabama—and ask the 
Department of Justice to inform the commit- 
tee what was the condition of the office in ques- 
tion just before the incumbent was suspended 
and his successor appointed. This proposition 
carefully avoids asking for any reasons for the 
removal of the officer in so many words, 
but is designed to get at those reasons in 
a roundabout way, which a prominent Demo- 
cratic Senator spoke of to-night as “ whipping 
the devil round the stump.” 1t is understood to 
be the purpose of the Republicans to make no 
further move until they learn the result of the 
new scheme. If the answer of the Attorney- 
General is so worded as to show why the man 
was remove@ the Republicans will be happy, 
and immediately proceed to make the same in- 
quiry in all other cases in which they think 
there is a chance to make party capital. If,asa 
good many Senators expect will be the 
case, the answer fails to reveal the 
motive for making the suspension, 
then the Republicans will have to 
make other plans. Some Senators think 
the next move will be to introduce some sort of 
a resolution in open session and then gointoa 
discusion with a view to creating a belief in the 
public mind that Republicans are turned out of 
office simply in order to make room for Demo- 
crats. Many Senators, however, think this will 
not be done until the Republicans have exhaust- 
ed their wits in devising new methods 
of bringing the Administration to terms. Two 
objects are believed to be aimed at by the Re- 
publicans in waging the present controversy. 

he first of these isto show, or to try to show, 
that President Cleveland is not living up 
to his professed ideas of civil service 
reform. Failing in this, the second ob- 
ject is to drive the President into an 
abandonment of his intention to carry out these 
ideas. Democratic Senators say that the Re- 
publicans hope they can bring this about by the 
course they are now pursuing of worrying and 
annoying the President and Cabinet by hag- 
gling over every nomination to succeed a suse 
pended officer. If by delaying confirmations 
or rejecting nominations outright they 
can arouse the President’s temper and induce 
him in his anger to say bluntly that he suspend- 
ed this or that man because he wanted a 
Democrat to have the office, they will be 
satisfied and will have the sort of material 
they want for the next Presidential cam- 
paign. Leading Republican Senators have 
said that if the President would only tell 
them that suspensions were made because the 
officers were Republicans there would be no 
trouble whatever about confirming the mass of 
the President’s nominations. They are quite 
willing that Republicans shall be turned out for 
being Kepublicans, the idea being that each 
office holder so displaced becomes at once an 
earnest worker for the Republican cause, having 
a personal grievance against the Administration 
which removed him, 
*,% 

The Republicans of the Senate will probably 
pass the bill admitting Dakota as a State, but 
the Democrats of the House will undoubtedly 
defeat it. A speech from Senator Voorhees for 
the admission of Montana has been talked of as 
likely to be made, but the example of Colorado 
is not so old in their recollection that 
the Democrats are willing to trust to the 
chance of bringing Montana in as a Democratic 
State, only to see it converted to the other side 
ina yearortwo. Washington Territory is not 
to be thoughtof as an offset to Dakota, for 
while it bas recantly shied from the Republican 
Party, the Republicans are confident that 
it is strongly attached to the erand 
old party, and could be depended upon 
to send two Republican Senators to Washing- 
ton if it was admitted as a State. Delegate 
Voorhees only secured his election by a majority 
of 148 in a total of nearly 42,000 votes, and owed 
his popularity to the fact that he was 
an anti-railroad man in’ a_ contest in 
which the Northern Pacific Railroad 
was opposed for its manner of _ build- 
ing the line. Mr. Toole, the Delegate from 
Montana, got his place by a majority of 200. 
Enabling acts are suggested by the Democrats, 
evidently intended to postpone the day of ad- 
mission of Dakota, Montana, and Washington as 
States. It is not likely that the Republicans 
will oppose the admission of either of the three 
Territories. The first signs of opposition may 
be looked for on the Democratic side.

Senator Blair, of New-Hampsbhire, leads all his 
fellow-Senators as an introducer of bill s whose 
remarkable character serves to attract a good 
deal of attention as well as to make the Senator 
the laughing stock of all who readthem. Mr. 
Blair added another unique measure to-day to 
the list which stands against him in the shape of 
a bill which he called *“* A bill to utilize public 
lands toward securing for the American people 
‘work for workers and wages for work,’ or 
fair opportunities and just rewards.” It is 
substantially the same measure as that in- 
troduced py him in the last Congress, 
which he then called “A _ bill granting 
land to aidin the establishment of an endow- 
ment for savings, to promote thrift, and to as- 
sist the people to preserve themselves from sink- 
ing intoorremaining in the dangerous and de- 
graded hand-to-mouth condition of absolute and 
direct dependence upon current wages.” It 
yrants to a society designuated as the People’s 
Real Estate Tontine one section of the public 
lands for every $100 received by the society in 
subscriptions to its tontine life annuity funds, 
and this is done, the bill says, “for the purpose 
of promoting and effectualizing saving by in- 
creasing the amount of life annuity purchasable 
by the small savings of the people.” The 
society must never sell or mortgage its lands, but 
must lease them to the highest bidders, the pro- 
ceeds to be annually divided between “ the living 
tontine annultants” of the society. There are 
numerous provisions as to what the People’s 
Real Estate Tontine may and may not do with 
its Jands and funds, and its officers are to be ap- 
pointed by the President of the United States. 
Mr. Blair modestly disclaims the authorship of 
this bill, and it goes on the record as having been 
introduced “ by request.’””

mission to China to one of the first class. Mr. 
Belmont, who bas given the matter attention, 
says that the course of the cominittee will be 
governed by the judgment of the department as 
to whether changes of the sort proposed will im- 
pair or improve the efficiency of the service. 
Several of the European countries appoint one 
diplomatic represensative of hizh rank to twoor 
more nations with satisfactory results. Should 
a change of this kind be made, it is prob- 
able that tae compensation of several Ministers 
would be increased. Ex-Minister Young has 
said that the pay of the Minister to China is in- 
sufficient to’ enable the representative of the 
United States to maintain himselfin such a way 
as to retain his self-respect, and it 1s understood 
that Minister Denby nas already intimated that 
the salary of the American Minister at Peking is 
inadequate to the demands made upon him. The 
aggregate saving, incase the proposed changes 
are made, would not be large, nor are the 
changes proposed with a view mainly to econo- 
my.

MUST KEEP THREE MILES AWAY. 

Orrawa, Ontario, Jan. 25.—In auswer to 
inquiries by fishermen of Campabello and other 
parts of the maritime Provinces, the officers of 
the Fisheries Department say that the arrange- 
ment entered into between Canada and the 
United States last Summer concerning the fish- 
eries is at an end, and that all American vessels 
found fishing in Canadian waters within the 
three-mile limit are now liable to be seized and 
confiscated. It is not considered likely, however, 
that any seizures will be made until the action 
of Congress on the President’s recommendation 
for the appointment of a commission is 
known. The chief of ;jthe Fisheries Department 
says that, in consequence of the termination of 
the Washington agreement, the convention of 
1818 isin force again,and Americans have no 
right to fish within the three-mile limit, except 
on that part of Newfoundland from the Ramea 
Isiands, on the south coast, to the Quirpon 
Islands, and a part of Labrador and the Magda- 
len Islands. Their only places for landing to 
cure fish will be asmall part of the Newfound- 
land coast on the south, from Cape Kay to the 
Ramea Islands, and a part of Labrador. This

WRECKED ON THE HONDURAS COAST. 

NEW-ORLEANS, La., Jan. 25.—The steam- 
ship City offDallas, Capt. Read, from Puerto 
Cortez, via Livingston and Belize, Honduras, 
with a cargo of tropical products, arrived this 
noon. She reports that the heavy norther 


‘which prevailed on the coast of Hon- 
duras on the 8th inst. destroyed 
thousands of banana plants and drove ashore 
many small coasting vessels, among which were 
the ississipp! and Cold Stream, belonging to 
the American Fruit Company at Tela. The 
American steamship City of Mexico, from 
New-York, touched at Belize fon the 12th 
inst. and took on board a number 
of political refugees from the Spanish 
American Republics, and sailed to the eastward. 
The report ot the arrival of the City of Mexico, 
with a tilibustering crew, alarmed the people on 
the coasts of Guatemala and Honduras, and 
caused a general suspension of business, the 
banana negro laborers and the mahogany wood- 
cutters fleecing to the bush to avoid being 
pressed into military service. 





A DISHONEST DEBTOR PUNISHED, 


Hauirax, Nova Scotia, Jan. 25.—Five 
years ago Rumsey, Johnson & Co., engaged in 
mercantile and lumbering operations here, 
failed, with liabilities of $80,000 and assets of 
$60,000. George Rupert Johnson, one of the 
firm, recovered the estate at a cost of $24,000, 
and manipulated matters so that only those 
creditors who were immediate friends got 
any dividend. The other creditors recently 
pushed Johnson, and one of them obtained 
a judgment against him. Johnson applied 
for a discharge of. this judgment. The creditor 
preferrec a charge of fraud against him, and he 
was convicted to-day and sent to prison for six 
months. Proceedings will be taken against 
others who were implicated with Jobnson in 
getting hold of the estate to defraud creditors,

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‘CONFUSION’ IN THE OHIO SENATE 


CHAMBER. 

THE FIGHT OVER THE CINCINNATI ; ELEC-* 
TION CASES BECOMING MORE’ THAN 
WARM—DEMOCRATIC THREATS. 

CoLumBus, Ohio, Jan. 25.—To-day has 
been without doubt the most exciting of any 
during the present session of the Legislature. 
Few of the Democratic members of the General 
Assembly were about the hotels, the majority 
having met in the Auditor of State’s office, 
where they were in consultation the greater 
part of the day. The Republicans met at 10 
o’clock pursuant to adjournment, and went 
through the usual routine, and, peing without 
& quorum, remained in session during the entire 
day, some having their meals brought in, while 
others stepped out and partook of lunch. 

As soon as the doors of the Senate Chamber 
were opened this morning the crowd that had 
gathered filed in, anticipating a lively entertain- 
ment, but in this they were disappointed. This 
afternoon after 20’clock the chamber became 
densely packed, and extra seats were brought in 
to accommodate the ladies, a large number being 
present. As the hour of. 4 approached a vast 
throng reaching out into the corridors and 


almost blocking up the door had assembled. 
Promptly at 4 o’clock the members of the rump 
Senate marched into the hall. On their first 
appearance the crowd on the Democratic side 
set up a cheer, which the Sergeant at Arms at 
once rebuked with emphasis. The contest com- 
menced at once, and at times half a dozen Sen- 
ators were upon their feet yelling at the top of 
their voices. Appeals of various kinds were 
made, and for a time the presiding officer 
humored the Democrats, but not long, as he 
finally ruled that the first business before the 
Senate was the consideration of the special order 
of business, the Cincinnati election question. 

Motions were made to adjourn, and although 
the Chair ruled the motions out of order, Clerk 
Vallandigham, disregarding the Chair, called 
the roll on adjournment. Previous to this de- 
mand Mr. Pavey, of Fayette, had obtained the 
tioor, and had sent to the Clerk’s desk to read 
the rules governing the Senate in the trial. 
These rules had not been read, and the gentle- 
man, being in ignorance of Parliamentary pro- 
ceedings, gave way to Mr. Cable, a pupil of Allan 
O. Myers, which placed the Republicans ina de- 
cidedly unenviable predicament. This difficulty 
was finally escaped by the ruling of the President, 
when thecallfor adjournment until Wednesday 
afternoon was made, and Clerk Vallandigham 
assumed the prerogatives of the Chair. In direct 
violation of the instructions of the presiding of- 
ficer to omit calling the names of the Hemilton 
County members the Clerk called them on every 
occasion. After calling the roll on the motion 
to adjourn the Clerk passed the sheet up to the 
Chair, who at once coolly tore it into shreds, and 
then, taking the rules that had been sent to the 
Clerk’s desk to be read, he proceeded to read 
them himself, the Democrats filing out of the 
chamber while the reading progressed. The 
rules were adopted and clinched by a reconsid- 
eration, and the Senate then adjourned. 

Mr. Cable, who makes himself ridiculous by 
bobbing up every time that Myers pulls the 
string, was most emphatically rebuked and sat 
down upon this afternoon. Mr. Fassett called 
the attention of the Chair to the fact that Myers 
was on the floor interfering with members. A 
scene of confusion and excitement prevailed for 
@ moment, when the Chair requested the Ser- 
yweant-at-Arms to see that the members were af- 
torded ample protection. The point was at once 
appreciated, and both sides laughed heartily at 
Myers’s expense. It has since transpired that 
about 70 members of the Jackson Club had been 
brought into the Chamber armed with revolvers, 
and that two were drawn. This, however, was 
not known by the Republicans at the time. 

To-night Ailen O. Myers is showing a telegram 
from Holmes County tenderingg 1,000 men to 
enforce the claims of the Democrats. The Re- 
publicans say if they want to come to Columbus 
there can be no objection, but, in the language 
ort Gen. Grant, during the Tilden-Hayes con- 
test, ** If they come here to make trouble some 
may not get back home.”’ Gov, Foraker said to- 
night that in every break the Democrats had 
made they had injured their cause, and the 
wiser ones are aware of the fact, and that the 
game will be landed in the next meeting, which 
will be on Wednesday afternoon. Mr. Wilson 
from Hamilton County, said to-night that if 
two or three of the cooler Democrats could have 
their way there would be an abrupt termination 
of the trouble. The Republicans will make no 
arrests. 


TROUBLE AMONG THE DOCTORS. 

PouGHKEErPSIE, N. Y., Jan.. 25.—The 
Dutchess County Medical Society will convene 
in special and extraordinary session at the Court 
House, in this city, on Wednesday, to consider 
certain alleged violations of the code of ethics 
by some of the members of the society who 
practice in this city. One of them against whom 
charges have been brought is Dr. Wimpleberg, 
who, although not now a resident of Pough- 
keepsie, is still a member of the society. It is 
charged that he has violated section 3, chapter 
2, of the code, which says: “It is derogatory to 
the dignity of the profession to resort to public 
advertisements, or public cards or handbills, in- 
viting the attention of individuals affected 
with particular diseases; to publicly offer advice 
and medicine to the poor gratis,§to promise 
radical cures, or to publish cases and operations 
in the public prints or suffersuch publications 
to be made.” It is said that Dr. Wimpleberg has 
gone out of bis way to call the attention of re- 
porters to cases which he has attended, and it is 
charged that he has violated the above code by 
inserting an advertisement in an Ulster County 
paper notifying the public that he makes eye 
upd ear troubles a specialty,and in the adver- 
tisement printed cuts of an eye and an ear. This, 
it is alleged, is conspicuous advertising, forbid- 
den by the code. These facts were made known 
after the last regular meeting of the society. 
Since then Drs. Blanchard and Powell, of 
this city, also members otf the _ society, 
on one occasion went to a local paper and 
bought its first page, and had their cards spread 
over its entire surface, with a pigeaglein the 
centre, thus openly and publicly defying the 
society aud the code. These cases will also be 
considered at the specisi session. Both these 
men say thatif they are tu be overhauled they 
will also present charges against other city 
physicians, who they allege have been advertis- 
ing conspicuously, aud have also been dispens- 
ing a nostrum, with their names labeled ou thd 
bottles, in direct violation of the code. 





LAPHAM ASKS FOR A DIVORCE. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Jan. 25.—Walter A. Lap- 
ham, the well known thiré baseman of the 
champion Brown Stocking team, appeared in 
the Circuit Court here to-day as complainant in 
a suit for divorce. He asks to be divorced from 
his wife, Emma, on the ground of desertion 
without cause. Emma, through her attorney, 
replied. denying all that Lapham said, and 
alleged in turn toat Walter married her on Aug. 
30, 1879, in Middlesex, Mass., and that a son, Clif- 
ford, was born to them in 1880. Walter treated 
them basely, never contributing to their sup- 
port. She said that $1,000 which she nad of her 
own has been expended in the support of her- 
self and child; that Latham received $2,000 an- 
nually asa ball tosser, but never gave any to- 
ward her support.

A FLYING TRIP FROM WASHINGTON TO AT- 
TEND THE CHARITY BALL. 
“ BALTIMORE, Jan. 25.—Baltimore gave 


‘to-night at its magnificent Academy of Music a 


charity ball, which proved the greatest social 
event in this city for many a long year. The 
demand for tickets was large, and the people 
there to-night were numbered by thousands. 
Many of the toilets worn by the ladies were 
magnificent, and a number of them were or- 
dered for this occasion, more than one coming 
from Worth’s. 

President Cleveland, for the first time since he 
was elected, consented to come to Baltimore, 
and graced the occasion with his presence. He 


and the party with him left Washington about 
9P.M. Those in the party were the President, 
Postmaster-General Vilas and Miss Vilas, Mar- 
shal Wilson and wife, Miss Wilson, Secretary and 
Mrs. Endicott, Miss Endicott, Senator A. P. 
Gorman and wife, Col. Cassidy and wife, of 
Albany, and Co}. and Mrs. Daniel Lamont. They 
reached the Union Station in Baltimore before 
11 P. M., and were driven at once to the Academy. 
There they were escorted to private boxes, the 
President occupying the box purchased by Mr. 
Robert Garrett, President of the Baltimore and 
Ohio Road. The rest of them occupiea the box 
on the opposite side of the Academy owned by 
Mr. Charles D. Fisher, a leading merchant of the 
city. President Cleveland was in excellent 
humor, and seemed to heartily enjoy the brilliant 
scene. He refused to participate in the dancing, 
orto appear on the floor, but remained in the 
box, where he was introduced toa number of 
leading citizens of Baltimore. as well as to many 
of her pretty women.

The scenesin the ballroom were brilliant be- 
yond description.

MIDDLEBOROUGH, Mass., Jan. 25.—Earley 
Wood, an old man, over 70, and his sister Helen, 
live near Waterman’s Landing, a lonely place 
across the Newmarkct River. Shortiy after 9 
o’clock on Saturday evening, Harley, who is deaf, 
was sitting in a chair by the stove, when two pis- 
tols were pushed into his face by burglars. He 
sprang to his feet and knocked one of the bur- 
glars over, but they finally overpowered and 
bound him. Then they dragged Helen frona her 
bed and gagged her, and, leaving the 
brother and _ sister helpless, searched the 
house for money. They secured about $75 
and departed, first placing a pan of milk by the 
head of each of their victims ana piling bed- 
clothes upon them, saying that they didn’t want 
them to suffer before heip should come. About 
midnicht Harley got his hands tree, drew his 
knite and released himself and his sister, but 
they did not dare to go out of doors or to give 
an alarm, and the robbery was not known until 
9 o’clock the next morning. The burglars broke 
open a door and forced a hook and staple in the 
porch to enter. They were masked and wore 
paper caps. Helen Wood was injured in the face. 





THE FATAL CATTLE DISEASE. 

LANCASTER, Penn., Jan. 25.—Pleuro-pneu- 
monia, which was stamped ouf in York County 
by a wholesale slaughter of the affected cuttle, 
has made its appearance again in that region, 
and the work is all to be done over again. W.G. 
Hoke, of Hanover, brought a herd of 75 cattle 
from Baltimore, 17 of whicb he sold to his 
brother, Samuel G. Hoke, of Spring Grove, and 
the balance in Adams County, Samue! G. Hoke’s 
cattle showing signs of distress a few days ago, 
he sent a message to the State Department, and 
yesterday County Inspector Webcr, of this city, 
was directed to go to York County and inspect 
the berd. He did so to-day and found that the 
steers bought from the Baltimore herd were all 
suffering from pleuro-pneumonia, and also two 
cows. When his examination had gone so far 
darkness-put a stop to the work, but Dr. Weber 
thinks that nearly allof the herd of 32 are affected. 


He has no doubt that the disease will also make 
its appearance in Adams County. 


A NEW GERMAN CHURCH.

The actions are brought by Hiscock, Gif- 
ford, and Doheny for creditors, and attack the 
assignment and real estate deed of the Globe 
Hotel property and the Wilkinson houses in 
James-street, to John Wilkinson, of Chicago. 
The defendants have thus far succeeded in ad- 
journing the trial.

* TrENTON, N. J., Jan. 25.—The announce-; 
ment that the cause of a bridge on Staten Island! 
Sound in the interest of the Baltimore and Ohia 
Railroad Company would be argued by a party 
of prominent lawyers before the Riparian Com< 
mittee of the Assembly drew a large number of 
people to the Assembly Chamber this afternoon. 
Among those in attendance were Messrs. Little, 
Richey, Robeson, Keasby, Chapman, Me< 
Carter, Kelsey,.M. R. Cowen, and ex-~ 
Secretary John! Hall. United States Dts- 
trict Attorney Keasby was the first 
speaker, in favor of the bridge. He urged that , 
the policy of the State bad been to promote ac- 
cess to New-York, toward which all commerca 
tends, by way of promoting her own growth, 
and instanced it by reference to grants made in 
previous years to the great trunk lines. The 

Itimore and Ohio was responsible and con 
trolled a vast share of the traftic of the country, 
To shut her out of the State would be the con. 
summation of folly. The company proposed td 
build [warehouses on the Staten Island shore, 
The meaning of the pending resolution, declar. 
ing against the scheme, was, that the State, hav- 
ing extended its hand to all other rouds, pro- 
posed to exclude this greatest enterprise of them 
all. 

Mr. Keasby carefully analyzed the resolution.} 
As to that part of it which declares that Staten/ 
Island Sound is not a natural terminus, he said 
that no part of the State was the natural ter- 
minus of a railroad. New-York was the objective 
point of allcommerce. The Jersey shore at the 
point at which the Baltimore and Ohio proposed 
to cross was waste marsh. It was admitted that 
it would build up Staten island. hat would 
rob New-Jersey of notbing. The building of 
railroads was no longer a monopoly in New-Jer-« 
sery. Heurged that it had never been the policy 
of the State to allow navigation considerations 
to interfere with the building of railroads. 
Even the extensive tariff in the Delaware 
and Raritan Canal and the Raritan River had 
not been a consideration in preventing the 
bridging of the river for railroad purposes. He 
cited an Illinois case in which the United States 
Supreme Court had decided that navigation ia 
suvordinate to railroad trave!. The policy was 
to give full railroad facility witb as littie inter- 
ference with navigation as possible. The pro- 
posed bridge would have two spans, each of 20 
feet. There would be no interference with navi- 
gation, except by the piers. Ninety per cent. 
of the navigation of the Sound would have un- 
obstructed passage under a 30-foot draw. The 
other 10 per cent. would have no difficulty with 
the draw. 

Mr. Robeson, who followed, dwelt upon thes 
value inState development of a new railroad, 
and then upon the fact that the State had al- 
ready allowed a number of railroads to close 
the streets of its city and bridge the waters of 
its harbor. To refuse, in the face of all the ar- 
guments and of its previous record, to extend 
this franchise would call out hostile criticism. 
He contended that anything that built up the 
trade and commerce of the metropolis contrib, 
uted to the material wealth of New-Jersey. The 
wealth of the State was her water front. Her in- 
land prosperity was the result of its judicious 
use. Having stated elaborately the plan of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, Mr. Robeson ridiculed the 
idea that the proposed bridge would interfere 
with navigation. It would be built so high that 
tugs and craft of that kind would Leable to pass 
under it.. He urged, too, that the construction 
of a vast svstem of warehouses on the Staten 
Island shore would force the railroads now hav- 
ing termini on the Jersey shore to build their 
warehouses there iustead of having them in 
New-York or Brooklyn or be beaten by com- 
petitors, and in that view the bridge would 
prove a blessing to the State. 

Counselor Cowan, of Baltimore, made a speech 
of the same general tenor, and showed incident« 
ally that there was no point on the Hudson 
County shore at which the Buaitimore and Ohio 
can have a terminus, 

At the session of the House inthe evening a 
resolution was offered summing up the argu- 
ments in favor of the bridge and declaring for 
its construction. It was referred tothe Riparian 
Committee, on motion of half a dozen members, 
who sprang at once to their feet to defeat its 
consideration. In the Senate, Mr. Chase, who is 
a Pennsylvania Railroad employe, offered a bill 
providing that no bridge shail be constructed 
on any navigable stream between New-Jersey 
and any other State, unless the plans shall have 
been first submitted to and approved by the 
State Legislature. 





‘ BIG BLAZE IN PHILADELPHIA 
SEVERAL: BUILDINGS DESTROYED——-PROBA- 
BLE LOSS OF £250,000. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 26. — One of tha 
flercest fires ever known in this city 
curred at midnight to-night. It was discov- 
ered at 12:30 A. M., and in an hour five 
firms, Occupying the buildings Nos. 714 
to 728 Arch-street, had been completely 
burned out. The St. Cloud Hotel adjoined tha 
building in which the fire broke out, but all the 
guests, about 275 in number, were gotten out 
safely. The hotel building was on fire at 1:80, 
and will probably be destroyed. ‘The fire 
was first discovered in Lehman & Bolton’s 
lithographing establishment, on the second 
floor of No. 715 to No. 719, the first floor of which; 
was occupied by Monroe Brothers &Co., wholesale 
dealersin boots and shoes, The destruction of the; 
building and contents was complete. The} 
tlames extended to Nos. 72land 723 on the west, 
occupied by 3S. May & Brother, whoie- 
sale straw and millinery goods; Julius Gerstele 
& Co., dealers in artificial flowers, and the Metro- 
politsan Straw Goods Company. Here, too, the 
destruction was complete, and buildings and 
stocks area total loss. When the eastern wail 
of the Lehman & Bolton Building fell it crushed 
a@ small two-story annex cf the St. Cloud Hotel, 
and the main hotel building was soon in flames. 
No estimate of the pecuniary losses can be ob- 
tairféd to-night, but as the stocks of all the 
firms were valuable the loss will no doubse 

aggregate over $250,000.

PRIVILEGE OF MONOPOLY. 


THE BENEFICIARIES OF THAT 
COMBINATION PLAN. 


MESSRS. MOSS AND HESS DOUBTING THE 
ADVISABILITY OF UNDUE HASTE—THE 
PROFIT OF THE TELEPHONE COMPANY. 

The revelations in THE Times concerning 
the purposes of the majority of the Electrical 

Subway Commission continue to attract the at- 

tention of those interested in the scheme to 

foist upon this city a system of underground 

wires which would be of use only to those im- 

mediately interested. The commission was to 

have met yesterday, but did not, probably owing 
to the fact that Maurice B. Flynn did not return 
from his trip to the West, Contractor Richard 

A. Cunningham told a Times reporter that he 

had no interest in the plan to further the adop- 

tion of the Dorset system. ‘I have had no 
dealings with Mr. Flynn, Justice Kelly, Mr. 

Moss, or any one else on the subject,” he con- 

tinued, “and I feel certain that Mr. Moss would 

not adopt any plan for putting the wires under 
ground that would not be in the interest of the 
public.” The Subway Commissioners have not 
reconsidered their intention to settle the whole 
matter this week. but Messrs. Moss and Hess are 
a little in doubt as tothe advisability of showing 


undue haste in the matter. Mr. Charles E. Loew

Not only should this practice of grant- 
jing franchises without compensation come to 
mn end because of its inherent wrongfuiness, 
but because if the burden of taxation is ever to 


e materially reduced the city must avail itself 
of ali possible sources of income. Capital is 
entitled to a fairreturn for its use, but if the 
municipality is enabled to afford the opportunity 
to capital for reaping unusual returns far above 
the market rate of. interest, the city which thus 

ffords the opportunity should share in the 

enefit, 

“ Second—W hile it may be advisable that elec- 
trical wires should be placed below the surface 
of the street, provided the city is properly re- 

mbursed for the privilege, they should be so 
laced only upon condition that they shail not 
interfere with the use of the street for other 
were The right sought to be granted in 
he resolution of constructing and maintaining 
jOr using, upon or below the surface of the 
\ und, boxes, vaults, or other fixtures, would, 
fin my opinion, only result in the further in- 
‘cumbrance of our already crowded thorough- 
fares. I notice, also, that by the terms of the 
resolution the Metropolitan Telepboneand Tele- 
graph Company would be subjected only to 
fuch of the provisions of Article XLI. of 
Chapter & of the Revised Ordinances of 
880 as require them toreserve one wire in each 
route for the use of the police and one for the 
fire alarm telegraph.

IRELAND'S EARNEST SONS. 


.FATHER: MURPHY CONTRIBUTES HIS'SPEND-- 


ING MONEY FOR A YEAR. 

John Roach, the ship builder, was one 
of the most conspicuous figures at the meeting 
of the Irish Parliamentary Fund Association at 
the Hoffman House last evening. He con- 
tributed $100 to the fund as ‘an old 
and veteran skilled mechanic.” Just after 
the minutes of the last meeting had been 
read, an elderly woman—probably 55 years 
ola, and dressed in black—stepped modestly into 
the parlor, where there was no one but gentle- 
men, and laid two five-dollar bilson the table 
in front of Secretary Francis Higgins. Before any 
one had recovered from the surprise occasioned 
by this incident the woman had reached the par- 


lor door on her way out. Mr. Higgins ran after 
her and asked, ** Whocontributes this, Madam ?” 
The only answer she would give was, “*I’m an 
Inshwoman; put it down that way,” and 
then she rushed away to the sidewalk, and her- 
self and her name were lost to the committee. 

A third incident, which aroused much enthu- 
siasm in the most numerously attended meeting 
ever held by the association, was a ringing ad- 
dress by the Rey. Father John J. Murphy, one of 
the Jesuit fathers of St. Francis Xavier’s Church, 
who supplemented his speech by contributing 
his check for $100, which, he said was his allow- 
ance for spending money forthe year. John 
Roach also spoke during the evening, and took 
occasion to assert that what lreland wanted, 
after she had got home rule and a Parliament, 
was a protective tariff, “because it gave two 
profits, one tothe buyer and one to the seller, 
and kept the wealth of the country in the coun- 
try,” and then he denounced England because 
she subsidized her steamships employed in the 
carrying trade. ;

Mr. Cummings’s time, 
on account of another engagement, was limited, 
but in the few minutes at his disposal he ad- 
dressed the audience in his usual happy man- 
ner.

UNIONS AT LOGGERHEADS, 


A QUARREL THAT COMPLICATES THE CIGAR- 
MAKERS’ STRIKE. 


The strife between the Progressive and 
International Unions in the factory of Kerbs & 
Spiess was the cause of very little work being 
done in the factory yesterday, in the early 
morniog 20 policemen were stationed at the en- 
trance to secure peaceable ingress for the 450 
workpeople. High words passed between the 
latter and the discharged Progressive men, but 
there was no firht, In the course of the day 
150 of those still at work, consisting of Progress- 


ives and non-unionists, left the factory, and held 
a wy! in Leffler’s Hall. They were addressed 
by a delegate from the Central Labor Union, 
and resolutions were passed denouncing the 
coercive measures adopted against them by the 
International Union. A committee was ap- 
pointed to make a representation of the 
facts to the Central Labor Union, and to 
ask for a boycott on Kerbs & Spiess’s 
cigars. The Progressive Union has declared the 
factory of Kerbs & Spiess a strike shop. The 
firm have arranged to give work to the 200 tene- 
ment house workers in their employ, but only 
half that number went to the factory yesterday. 
They have been accustomed to work long hours 
in the tenement houses, and do not like the nino 
bours’ limit in the factory. Those who remain 
will bave to join the International Union, but 
Mr. Kerts will allow them several days to make 
up their minds. 
othing was done by the unions toward a set- 
tlement of this difficulty by arbitration or other- 
wise, and the manufacturers sat at the Grand 
Union Hotel from 4 to 6 P, M. without receiving 
the expected overtures. Thestrike committees 
spent the day in paying out money to those on 
strike, in sending out appeals to country organi- 
zations, and in collecting money from trades- 
men in the city, The Progressive Union re- 
ceived $700, among which was $50 from Ciausen 
& Sons, $50 from Vogel Brothers, $60 from the 
Brewers’ Union, and $50 from Fred Opperman. 
Two concertsin aid ot the locked-out cigarmak- 
ers will be given in the Thalia Theatre on Sun- 
day afternoon, under the auspices of the Carl 
Sabm Club. The International Union has to 
support during the lockout 1,612 union members 
entitled to the full benefit of $4 weekly; 791 
members recently joined, who will be paid $3 
per week; 200 non-union men, on strike in Levy 
Brothers’ shop, at $8, and 240 packers who will 
be paid the same amount. No actual provision 
has yet been made by either union for the 2,000 
or more non-union men locked out, but it is in- 
tended to allow them something out of the con- 
tributions sentin from country organizations. 
The 56 Cubans who went on strike out of sym- 
athy for the locked-out workmen will be paid 

4 per week by the union. 

The Board of Supervision of the Progressive 
Union has allowed the tenement house workers 
to choose five members to represent them on the 
Strike Committee. This step is 1ooked upon by 
the Internationals as a hostile joining of forces 
against them. They suspect that the Progress- 
ivesand tenement house people will now ap- 
proach the manufacturers and try to conclude 
separate negotiations.

THE STATE LEGISLATURE. 


-A& -RESOLUTION » AGAINST THE SILVER: DOL-- 
LAR PASSED IN THE, ASSEMBLY. 
ALBANY, Jan. 25.—Neither house had 


much business to transact to-night. The Senate 
adjourned afterthe introduction of a few bills 
of minor importance and the passage ' of resolu- 
tions by Senator Low, urging Congress to enact 
a strict-anti-oleomargarine law, and by Senator 
Parker, indorsing the Cameron bill before Con- 
gress relating to the establishment ofa national 
gun factory at the Watervliet Arsenal in Troy. 

Speaker Husted kept the Assembly at work 
until nearly 10 o'clock. Robert Ray Hamilton 
introduced a resolution which will strengthen 
the New-York representatives in Congress in 
their opposition to the further coinage of silver. 
It was adopted without opposition and was as 
follows: 

Whereas, The continued compulsory coinage of sil- 
ver Goliars of the present weight and fineness will de- 
nreciate the currency of the country, deprive tha 
aborer of his just reward, and result in business disas- 
ter and widespread loss; and 

Whereas, the payment of the bonds of the United 
States, or any part thereof, in silver dollars will disap- 
point the just confidence of its creditors, decrease the 
value of its bonds, and imperil the savings of the peo- 
ple, invested in them at alow rate of interest for the 
sake of aecurity, and upon the faith of their payment 
in gold coin or its equivalent; 

Resolved, (if the Senate concurs) That the Senators 
and Representatives of this State in Congress be, and 
they hereby are, requested to use their utmost en- 
deavors to secure the repeal of the Jaw commonly 
known as the Bland act, and that they be, and they 
hereby are, requested to urge such legislation as will 
maintain the currency of the country upon its present 
basis and preserve the obiigations of the United 
States from depreciation and the confidence of its 
creditors from disappointment. 

Resolved, That the Governor be requested to trans- 
mit a copy of these resolutions to each of the Senators 
and Representatives in Congress from this State. 

Bills were introduced by Mr, Cantor, of New- 
York, closing the public offices in New-York at 
12 o'clock Saturdays, between June 1 and Nov. 1; 
also permitting creditors of corporations to par- 
ticipate in the distribution of assets after the 
final order is granted. 

By Mr. McCann, of Brooklyn.—Establishing a 
State printing office in Albany, aud providing 
an appropriation of $150,000 for the furnishing 
of thesame, A State printer is to have charge 
of such an office at a salary of $3,000. The same 
bill was introduced by Mr. McCann last year. 
It is one of aseries of measures whose passage 
Was advocated at the recent meeting of the 
State Trade Assembly. The bill was referred to 
the Ways and Means Committee, instead of the 
Printing Committee, at Mr. Erwin’s request. 

By Mr. Finn.—Repealing all special acts of in- 
corporation now in force in this State that have 
not been accepted and acted upon, or whose 
provisions have not beén fully complied with. 
If such a bill becomes law a large number of so- 
cieties, associations, and corporations will be 
swept out of existence. 

Senator Griswold’s Brooklyn Bridge bill was 
guided through the Assembly and past one or 
two stumbling blocks by Mr. McCann, and was 

assed by 93 to 5. It will be returned to the 

enate and sent tothe Governor forthwith. 

The Doyle bill, fixing $12,000 as the limit of a 
Receivers’ receipts for a vear, was ordered 
to a third reading. Mr. Baker and Mr. 
Hotchkiss offered amendments, which the 
House voted down, increasing the limit 
to $30,000 and $20,000. Mr. Longley, of Brook- 
lyn, stared at these gentlemen and grave- 
ly moved that the bill be so worded as 
to enable Receivers hereafter to take all the as- 
sets of a defunct corporation. Mr. Doyle sub- 
mitted figures showing the astonishing claims 
made by some of the Receivers. Those of the 
West Shore Railroad, he said, claim $800,000; of 
the Lackawanna and Pittsburg, $15,000; of the 
Nickel Plate, $166,000, and of the Buffalo, New- 
York and Philadelphia, $134,800. 

Senator Coggeshall has informed his Republican 
associates that he has no desire to serve as Chair- 
man of a committee to investigate the Broad- 
way Railroad scandal, or even asa member of 
the committee. This is a kindly, not tosaya 
judicious, view to take of the matter. 

Among the rumors afloat with regard to the 
movements of the Governor is one to the effect 
that he proposes at an early date to appointa 
commission to investigate the operations of the 
Quarantine ring.

AN OPPRESSOK 


A SYSTEM OF IRISH LANDLORDISM IN PRAC- 
TICE IN AMERIOA. 

OHICAGO, Jan. 25.—The Tribune devotes 
four columns to-day tothe career of William 
Scully, at present a resident of London, England, 
who, 1t is claimed, owns large tracts of American 
land, and testimony is offered to show that he has 
introduced the Irish landlord system in the man- 
agement of his American properties. The pa- 
per, in its résumé of the allegations, says: 
“ Scully is of Celtic birth, but now lives in Lon- 
don. Heisoneof the chief figures among the 


alien proprietors of American soil, and has in- 
troduced the meanest features of the worst forms 
of Irish landlordism on his estates in this coun- 
try. It will startlethe public to learn that he 
has soquined in the neighborhood of 90,000 acres 
of land in Illinois alone, at merely a nominal 
figure—50 cents to $1 peracre,asarule. His ca- 
reer as an Irish landlord wasa history of op- 
pression and extortion that was appropriately 
finished by a bloody encounter with his tenants, 
He was tried and acquitted on the charge of 
double murder, but became so unpopular that in 
1850 he sold most of his Irish property and has 
since deyoted himself to building up a landlord 
eyetem in Illinois, Kansas, Nebraska, and other 

tates. He made entries of the public domain 
through the medium of the land warrants issued 
to Mexican soldiers, and which he purchased at 
the rate of 50 cents per acre, In Logan County, 
Iil., alone he has from 40,000 to 45,000 acres. It is 
the almost universal testimony that Scully's 
rule in that county has reduced 250 tenants and 
heir families to a condition approaching serf- 

om. 

“Scully pays no taxes, the tenants signing 
iron-clad agreements to assume the same; but 
they are required to pay to Scully's agents the tax 
money at the same time as the rentals—the Ist 
of January of each year—whereas the agent 
need not turn over the taxes to the County 
Treasurer until about June 10 following, It is 
suggested that Coutly probably makes a hand- 

ome percentage on the tax money remaining in 
hands for five months, It is also shown that 
& great deal of this alien's land en- 
tirely escapes taxation, thus egcrey ey the 
burden on other property holders; that he takes 
the most extraordinary precautions to secure 
his rent, executing a castiron lease, with pro- 
visions that mortgage the tenant's all, scarcely 
allowing hissoul to escape, and making it com- 
pulsory for small grain to be sold immediately 
after harvest, no matter what may be the con- 
dition of the market; that grain dealers are noti- 
fied not to buy of the tenants until Scully's rent 
is paid—in short, that Scully has founded a land 
system so exacting that it is only paralleled in 
Ireland, and rules hig tenentry so despotically 
that few can be induced to tell the story of their 
wrongs, justly fearing that it would involve 
ruin to them.” 





THE SILVER QUESTION IN MEXICO. 

*Orry or Mexico, Jan. 25, via Galveston.— 
It is probable that the Government will propose 
tothe United States the holding of a special 
monetary conference in relation to the legalized 
depreciation of the Mexican dollar in the United 
States,as compared with the Bland dollar. It 
begins to be believed here that in England public 
opinion isagainst a gold standard, and it is hoped 
that the United States Congress will not consent 
to the stoppage of silver coinage. 

The Government is considering a proposition 
for the holding of an international exposition 
here in 1892, to commemorate the four hundredth 
anniversary of the landing of Columbus,

PORTLAND, Oregon, Jan. 25.—The snow- 
slides on the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company’s line, between the Dalles and Multno- 
mah Falls, were much heavier than was at first 
supposed, as earth, trees, and rocks were 
brought down with the snow.

THECARNIVALOF THE COPS 


*THE:CITY’S'GUARDIANS AT THEIR 
ANNUAL DINNER. 


A FEAST OF REASON AND CANVAS-BACK 
DUCK AND A FLOW OF ORATORY AND 
CHAMPAGNE. 

At Delmonico’s last night-delegates from 
about 2,600 of the best known clubs in New-York 
sat down toa feast of locusts, if not of wild 
honey. It is safe to say without libel that 
each one of the hosts was a3 man on whom 
every patrolman in this city keeps: a, Vigil- 
ant eye; that they singly and collectively 
have appeared in the criminal courts more than 
once, and most of them have been often in jail, 
and that their guests were men who are very 
well known to the police. In fact it was the 
fourth annual dinner given by the Superintend- 
ent, Inspectors, and Captains of the Metropoli- 
tan Police; and Mayor Grace, Algernon 5. Sulli- 
van, Henry Bergh, Franklin Edson, Noah Davis, 
Stephen B. French, John R. Brady, and the rest 
of the boys were present as guests, 

It is now the yearly custom of the Titans to 
whose hands the city's welfare is intrusted to 
relax for a few bright January hours the stern 
discipline to which they are sworn, and last 
night was the long looked-to occasion. And so 
Delmonico’s was ablaze, and there was a medley 
of fiddies, fruits, fowers, ferns, and foaming 
champagne; a maze of opaline lamps and brass 
buttons, service stripes and ruby burgundy, 
terrapin, and good fellowship, and the bronzed 
veterans of many a gallant struggie for law and 
order against crime sat down to enjoy the good 
things of this mad world with their friends, men 
famous in politics, law, science. art, literature, 
and commerce. 

Chief Murray was there—a man with a heart 
as big as his body, keen-eyed as a lynx, and 
genial as a May mora’ng, young yet and with 
meny years of service before and behind him— 
his hair just beginning to silver. The Chief 
illustrates the scientific fact that avoirdupois 
isn’t everything, put that pluck and energy are 
three-fourths of the battle. His main character- 
istics are a jovial light-heartedness among his 
friends, and a sudden bold, bad Jeft hand ina 
row. He smokes like Vesuvius and never 
drinks, but is a fisherman from way back, and 
considers every sheepshead that browses on the 
Italian wreck at Rockaway as his private prop- 
erty, no matter what any coffee merchant in 
town may to the contrary.

A NOVELTY IN SURGERY. 


PUTTING : AN ELECTRIO: LIGHT INSIDE OF A 
BONE. 

An electric light inside the hip bone of a 
man is an unusual spectacle, and yet it was wit- 
nessed yesterday afternoon at the Post- 
graduate Medical School, in East Twen- 
tieth-street. The light was used in 
an operation to cure hip disease. <A 
student, 22 years old, in the college of Burling- 
ton, Vt., slippedson the pavement about two 
months ago and strained his thigh. He soon 
lost the use of his left leg and suffered excru- 
ciating pain. He came to New-York, was 
placed on a cotin the Postgraduate: Hospitai, 
and yesterday Dr. J. Milton Roberts, a Professor 
in the institution, performed on him a remark- 
able operation, 

The young man was put under the influence 
of ether and Dr. Roberts, with a scalpel, laid 
bare a portion of the hip bone about three 
inches wide. Then he called into play a bone- 
cutting machine, invented by himself and called 
the electro-osteotome. It1is worked by an elec- 
tric battery and can revolve surgical instru- 
ments 12,000 revolutions,if necessary, in a minute. 

The doctor attached a small drill to the instru- 
ment and cut out portions of the hip bone up to 
its head, a distance of four inches. These pieces 
of bone under the microscope showed disease. 
The doctor then used still larger drills until] 
there was a space large enough to admit the en- 
trance of a man’s finger, He now wanted to see 
the exact condition of affairs inside of the bone, 
To do so he used a novely for this class of 
work—a tiny incandescent electric light, about 
as big as a pea. This Dr. Roberts introduced 
inside of the pamene in the bone, and the sey- 
eral flashes of light enabled him to see just 
whero the diseased bone was. Then he took up 
his drill again and cut out the diseased bone wher- 
ever it was necessary as easily as if the bone were 
open before him on an operating table. Dr. Rob- 
erts put in a drainage tube to take off diseased 
matter that might form, sewed up the wound, and 
applied antiseptic bandages, A hypodermic in- 
jection of morphine was given to the patient 
and when he recovered from the effect of the 
ether he was ina satisfactory condition, and it 
ig conjectured that he will in a comparatively 
short time be able to use his disabled limb.

THE SECOND CLASS TRAVELER. 
From the Liverpool Post. 

The second-class traveler on English rail- 
ways is gradually being improved out of exist- 
ence, or, to put it more accurately, third-class 
traveling has been made so exceedingly comfort- 
able, snug, and expeditious that it is rapidly 
monopolizing all the business. First-class com- 
partments there willalways be, but theirjpatrons 
will remain few. The compartments designed 
for the middle class of the traveling public have 
been entirely eliminated on one of our main 
trunk lines, and tney are fast disappearing 
on another. The Great Northern {is follow- 
ing the example of the Midland. It is 
announced that with the new year the 
first-named company will cease to issue 
second-class tickets between their stations in 
the West Riding, and between those and Don- 
caster. On the main linesecond-class accommo- 
dation will still be provided, as it will also be be- 
tween stations in Yorkshire and stations on the 
main lines south of Doncaster. This change has 
already been effected in other parts of the Great 
Northern system. On the Ist of May last the 
company ceased to issue second-class tickets to 
the Lincolnshire loop lines, and between Grant- 
hom and Boston, Bourne and Spaulding, Grant- 
ham, Nottingham, and Derby, and Newark and 
Leicester, The reason for this extinction of the 
second-class traveling accommodation is not 
far to seek. It does not pay the companies to 
run carriages which are never filled, unless it 
be with emptiness, It is the once-despised 
third-class traveler who igs now the paying feat- 
ure in the passenger returns. Twenty years ago 
no treatment was tooibad for those who had the 
temerity or courage to venture to book them- 
selves third class, To-day the third-class pas- 
sengers is an object of profit, and he gets all in 
the way of comfort and celerity that he can pos- 
sibly desire. If he is badly treated anywhere, it 
is in remote districts where competition is ab- 
sent, and where railway Directors have not yet 
learned to treat with respect and consideration 
the most profitable of their customers. The old 
taunt heard in Germany that only princes, Eng- 
lishmen, and fools travel first and second class 
can hardly apply to the modern Britisher, who 
has been quite content to follow the revolution 
in management which tends so thoroughly to 
break down class prejudices.

A SAFEGUARD FOR MINERS. 


‘AN APPARATUS 
ELEMENTS IN COLLIERY AIR. 

The explosions in collieries, involving 
fearful loss of life and great destruction of 
property, are.caused by the accidental firing of 
light carbureted hydrogen, a.gas exhaled from 
the seams of coal and: known to miners as ** fire 
damp.” This gas, when mingled with from eight 
to twelve volumes of atmospheric air and 
brought in contact with flame, detonates with 
tremendous violence, The products of its com- 
bustion are water and. carbonic acid or ** choke 
damp.” The formation of this ‘* choke damp” 
adds new terrors to an explosion, for it will 
speedily rob of life those who have been fortu- 
nate enough to survive the shock of the explo- 
sion itself, and also cause those to perish who 
might attempt to enter the mine and render as- 
sistance. 

To detect the presence of “fire damp” in the 
atmosphere of a mine, therefore, before it has 
reached a dangerous percentage isa matter of 
vital importance to the miner. The safety lamp, 
invented by Sir Humphry Davy, will indicate. 
the presence of the gas by an elongation of the 
flame, and by a biue conical cap of burning gas 
appearing just above it. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, these signs dv not appear until at least 4 
per cent. of the gas is present in the atmosphere, 
and as 7 per cent, is violently explosive it affords 
but scanty warning. Theoretically, as flame 
will not pos through gauzo the safety lamp 
is safe, but practically it is dangerous, for 
if there bo a current of air, such as is found in 
nearly all passages of a mine, due to ventilation, 
the flame of the iamp may be forced against the 
gauze, and, heating it to redness, thus fire tho 
gases without. Many explosions have occurred 
while tests were being made for the gas with 
perfect lamps inthe hands of experienced and 
careful men, and experiments have so demon- 
strated the unreliability of the Davy lamp in an 
explosive atmosphere that its use has been for- 
bidden in all Belgian mines and many of those 
of Great Britain. 

Besides the danger arising from fire damp 
itself, recent investigations by Sir Frederic 
Abel and others have shown that many terrible 
explosions have been due to the ignition of coal 
dust floating in the air. It has been proved con- 
clusively, however, that coal dust is not ex- 
plostve in air alone, but if 2 or 8 per cent, 
of fire damp be present it becomes highly dan- 
gerous. This accounts for the fact that an ex- 
plosion of fire damp in one portion of a working 
will involve the whole mine, although tests made 
with Davy lamps in the communicating gallery 
a few minutes before gave no indications of the 
gas. The explanation is that the percentage of 
gas was too small to be perceived by use of the 
lamp; the shock of the distant explosion raised 
a cloud of coal dust, and this, mingling with the 
fire damp and air, acted like a train of powder 
throughout every gallery in the mine, 

Many attempts have been made from time to 
time to devise a means for detecting small per- 
centages of firedamp in the atmosphere of a 
mine, but their many errors and defects have 
rendered the instruments useless, or the time 
consumed in observing by them was too great 
to admit of their employment, The only ap- 
paratus whose indications were accurate worked 
on chemical principles, and required to be used 
on the spot where the atmosphere was suspect- 
ed, and as thisinvolyed continuous transporta- 
tion, and also the presence of a lamp, the ele- 
ment of danger was obviously present, both to 
= observer, his delicate instrument, and the 
mine. 

The apparatus designed by Henry Guy Carle- 
ton for this purpose eliminates both these ob- 
jections. It consists of a number of balances, 
each capable of weighing to one-tenth of a 
grain, placed in various parts of the mine, and 
connected by asystem of insulated wiresto a 
similar balance placed in the observing room 
in the Superintendent’s building. Each bal- 
ance holds in equilibrium a thin glass bulb, 
hermetically sealed, oO cubic inches 
capacity. All the balances are placed in equi- 
librium at the same moment, consequently all 
will be affected alike by future changes 
in barometric pressure. The cubio 
inches of air which each bulb displaces 
weigh 98 grains at standard pressure, A similar 
bulk of fire damp will weigh approximately 51 
grains; consequently, if the bulbs balance in 
air, they will weigh 42 grains when surrounded 
by pure fire damp, and will be thrown out of 
equilibrium by one-quarter of 1 per cent., as 
the balance is sensitive to one-tenth of a grain. 
On its equilibrium being disturbed each balance 
transmits a signal electrically to the central 
office, indicating at the same time its number 
and location. 

On such an alarm being received, the observer 
proceeds to test tor percentage thus: 

Attached to the vertical arm or pointer of 
each balance is a soft iron needle, placed at right 
angles. Itsends plunge ot friction into 
two helices of insulated wire, made with consid- 
erable internal diameter. The right-hand helices 
of each instrument in the mine are on the same 
circuit as the right-hand helix of the observer’s 
balance, and a similar arrangement is made 
for the left-hand helices. On sending aa elec- 
tric current through the circuit, each left- 

hand helix becomes a magnet, and exerts 
force without friction on the needle, and thus 
tends to bring the distant balance to equi- 
librium. The current is strengthened or 
weakened at will by means of smal! resistances 
introduced or removed by a rheostat, until, by 
the bell before alluded to, the observer is made 
aware that the force he has applied through the 
distant helix has brought the balance to which 
it belongs just to equilibrium and no more, and 
balanced the increased weight of the bulb due 
to fire damp. Now, as the distant helix is of the 
same size and electrical resistance as that on the 
observing instrument, and as the same current 
actuates both, ne has applied to his own bal- 
ance precisely the amount of force he ap- 
plied to the other. As his own balance was in 
equilibrium before, it is now disturbed, and 
he ascertains the amount of this disturbance by 
shifting the rider on the beam until the balance 
ig fgain in equilibrium.: This position of the 
rider necessarily equals the amount of force ap- 
plied by the current through the helix of the 
observer's instrument, which equals that in the 
distant belix, which equals the increased weight 
of the distant bulb, which equals 'the percentage 
of fire damp expressed in weight. The beam 
of the observer's instrument being already grad- 
uated, the percentage isshown in figures, 

The tests for carbonic acid are made in pre- 
cisely the same manner, by employing the other 
set of belices to bring the distant instrument to 
equilibrium. 

Atmospheric variations in pressure will, of 
course, affect the instruments, but by Carleton’s 
arrangement of bulbs of similar size the error 
due to this cause is self-corrected and conse- 
quently void. 

As to temperature, which also affects specific 
gravity, the temperature of any given point in 
& mine is constant the year round, and the ob- 
serving room is maintained so by artificial 
means too well known to need description. 
Moisture is excluded by the employment of 
chloride of calcium in the cases containing the 
balances. These cases also exclude air currents 
and coal dust, yet admit the gases readiiy by dif- 
fusion. Thus it will be seen that readings given 
by the instrument will be absolutely for fire- 
dump, all errors from fluctuations in pressure, 
trom heat, moisture, air currents, or coal dust 
beiny eliminated. 

Armed with a complete set of these instru- 
ments and their connections a mine is free from 
the danger of vast accumulations of the gas in 
its goaves or abandaned neem 0 ready to be 
fired by a blast or by a defective lamp. The ob- 
server from his central station can at any time 
make simultaneous tests of all portions of the 
mine, and know the percentage of the gas to 
one-quarter of 1 per cent. Should he per- 
celve an accumulation he can _ transmit 
a signal to those whose business it is to 
remove the gas by ventilation, or, should 
the percentage be dangerous, send warning sig- 
nals to the miners working that section. As 
fire damp spreads with considerable rapidity one 
instrument will guard a considerable area, par- 
ticularly in a goaf, where ventilation is almost 
neglected, and hence the danger is greatest. 

A full description of Mr. Carleton’s apparatus 
was published last week in the Scientific Ameri- 
can, with engravings illustrating many im- 
portant features not detailed here. In an edi- 
torial commenting on the invention the Scientific 
American says: 

** Ample time thus will be afforded, whether in 
night or day, to secure the safety of the miners, 
and the condition of the mine, whether safe or 
dangerous, will at all times be indicated by the 
instrument. The general adoption of this ad- 
mirable invention will put an end to those ap- 
palling horrors of the coal mine by which so 
many lives are now annually sacrificed and so 
many families reduced to misery. 

“ The author, influenced by the noblest of mo- 
tives, gives.the free use of his invention to the 
world, and will take no patents on any of the 
novel parts or devices which enter into its con- 
struction. In view of these considerations, and 
also because the invention may be put in at 
trifling expense, we presume it will gladly be 
adopted without delay by nine owners in this 
country and in all parts of the world. Mr. Carie- 
ton will cheerfully aid thisgooa work by further 
explanations or advice in respect.to any feature3 
not made plain in the description ag presented on 
our first page.

A CITYS EXTRAVAGANCE 


NEW-YORK’S MANAGEMENT OF 
ITS FINANCES. 
THE ARGUMENTS AND FIGURES TO: PROVE 
ITS CHARGE SUBMITTED BY’ THE COUN- 
CIL OF REFORM. 

A meeting of the New-York Council of 
Reform was held at No. 48 East Twenty-third. 
street last evening. Vice-President Edward A. 
Morrison presided and the following named gen- 
tlemen were present: H. N. Beers, James W 
Hawes, the Rev. Dr. McCracken, J, H. Sanders, 
Jacob F. Miller, M, M. Budlong, W. Duniap 
Oscar Zollikoffer, Jr., J. H. Drisler, W. T. 
Van Zant, George H. Hodgman, George H. 
Beyer, Horace Winans, John Falconer, F. 
Griffin, W. H. Lee. Mr. Morrison read a long re- 
port from the Committee on Departmental Ex- 
penditures, from which the following is taken, 
in reference to the arguments it presented to the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment: 


The only general attack made on our statement is 
that we bring into it improper items of city expendl- 
ture, such as the State tax, the interest on and the re- 
demption of the city debt. There was no discretion 
used in regard to the introduction of these items for 
the reason that the official reports of the expendituros 
of several other cities were brought into this compari. 
son, and we had no means of separating them. 
Although we used due dilizence to @ ex- 
actly correct we did not undertake to fur. 
nish a specimen of immaculate arithmetical 
Calculation. All we undertook to show was that 
the expenditures of this city were at least one-third 
more than required and more than four times as great 
as the average expenditures of all the cities of the 
world. As reqerds overstating the expenditures of 
this city, it will be seen from the finding of an ex- 
pert public accountant, submitted, the amount of 
the excess of New-York over other cities is greater 
than appears in our statement.

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A CONFUSION OF TONGUES 


INTERPRETERS CONTRADICT EACH 
OTHER. 

STRONG EVIDENCE AGAINST THE KOHOUTS— 

FIREMEN SMELL KEROSENE IN THE 


BURNING BUILDING. 

It was a noose of purely circumstantial 
evidence that Prosecuting Attorney Fitzgerald 
drew closer and closer around the Kohout broth- 
ers, charged with arson and homicide, before 
Recorder Smyth yesterday. Allthe purely Bohe- 
mian strands in the rope reached the jury 
through two interpreters, one employed by the 
people and the other by the defense. Singularly 
enough, both these young men, atcritioal points 
in the case, gave exactly opposite translations of 
the words of witnesses. Once, when the lawyer 
forthe defense was getting all the capital he 
could out of the confessedly imperfect Bohe- 
mian of the owner of the burned dwelling, 
with the view of discrediting a conversation 
alleged to have been held in that language, the 
defense’s interpreter declared on his oath that 
the witness’s words had absolutely no meaning 


while the people's interpreter said that he under- 
stood them very well indeed. The regular court 
interpreter, Dollin, who bad been laid off for the 
occasion because the defense wanted a native 
Bohemian, but who remained in court an in- 
terested but pavyome gd mute participant in the 
proceedings, said that he understood the Bohe- 
mian language perfectly, and that neither of the 
special interpreters gave literally correct render- 
ings of the testimony. The trial evokesa good 
deal of interest among the cigarmakers, and the 
iockout gives many of them an opportunity to 
attend the court. 

In his cross-examination of Anton Seitz, the 
counsel for the defense sought to show that the 
trunk and empty demijohns that smelied of 
kerosene might have been carried into Kohout’s 
rooms by other parties during or after the fire, 
and that the broken lamp which was found on 
Kohout’s kitchen table might have been caused 
by eitheran explosion orja careless cat. Albertina 
Franz, a Bohemian girl, contributed her tithe to 
the testimony against the Kohouts. She lived 
onthe same floor with them. When she was 
making her escape half dressed soon after the fire 
broke out she saw Henry Kohout, completely 
dressed, standing in the street doorway. She 
told him that the door of his room was on fire. 

. “ Yes,” he replied; ‘‘I knew that before I came 
own.” 

Vincent Machin, who was keeper of a liquor 
saloon on the ground floor of the tenement, saw 
Henry Kohout running down the stairs. There 
Was a patch of flame about six inches in circum- 
ference and blazing a foot high on the floor bo- 
hind him. The witness told Kohout to throw his 
coat on the fire. Kohout picked up a vail at the 
bead of the stairs and poured its contents on the 
fire. The witness did not know what was in the 

ail, but it caused the fireto blaze higher and 
ceaser than ever. A cheap wooden pail, charred 
on the inside, was produced in court, which 
the witness said was the one Kohout used 
and which was afterward carried into his 
saloon. Between éand 5 o‘clock in the morning, 
the witness said, he went into Kohout's kitchen 
and saw the broken demijohn and empty can on 
the floor. A baker named Jacob Bauer, who 
was at work in his shop nearthe tenement house 
when the fire broke out, said that he looked into 
the lower hallway of the building and saw a 
blue flame arising from something that had 
dropped from the floor above. A man of medium 
height, whose back was turned so that the witness 
could not see his face, poured some stuff on the 
fire from a pail and madeit burn flercer than 
over. 

The whole building smelled of kerosene when 
Foreman George B. Hamblett, of Engine Com- 
pany No. 44, reached the fire, so he said. There 
was a patch of kerosene burning on the ground 
floor, just at the foot of the stairs. On the 
second floor, where the Kohouts lived, the 
uames were very lively and soaring through 
the air shaft toward the roof, The fire seemed 
to have started in and around thestairs, Fire- 
man Richard Attridge, of Hook and Ladder 
No. 2, said that in a rear room on the third 
floor of the burning building he and other 
members of his company found three charred 
boaies. They were placed in blankets and car- 
ried away. Débris from the fallen roof had 
to be removed before the bodies could be 
reached. This testimony was corroborated by 
Fireman William H. Signor, of the same com- 
pany. He procured the blankets to wrap the 

odies in. ireman William Dennis, same com- 
pany, was present when the bodjes were found, 
and carried what he believed to be the remains 
of a woman to the saloon on the lower floor. 
Foreman Joseph Shaw, who superintended the 
removal of the bodies, saidthat he found what 
appeared to be a little jewel case on the floor by 
the woman’s body, about eight inches from her 
arm. Some jewelry was sticking out of the 
package. 

Between 6 and 7 o’clock on the evening of the 
fire Mary Fialla and her children were in the 
rooms of Peter Horacek, on the top floor of the 
burned tenement house. He knew her and her 
two little girls very well. In cross-examining 
this witress ex-Judge Curtis endeavored to build 
up a theory that, as Mrs. Fialla was a cigar- 
maker and was accustomed to working at night 
with a fire and a lamp in her room, the fire might 
bave started in herapartments. Barbara Dieter, 
sister of Mary Fialla, said that she left the Fiallas® 
rooms about 5:30 o’clock Baturday evening, a 
few hours previous to the fire. She had not seen 
Mrs. Fialla or the children alive since, but she 
bad seen the obharred bodies in the under- 
teker’s shop. She was sure the remains were 
those of hersister and the two children. Mrs. 
Fialla had a box in which she kept Jewels that 
looked like the one the firemen found by the 
body. Butaring and a pin found in the boxthe 
witness had neverseen before. Her sister had 
jewels something like them, the witness said, 

ut she could not say certainly that they were 
the same articles found in the box. Lawyer Cur- 
tis sought toshow that the woman believed it 
was her sister that perished in the fire simply 
because she had been toid so, and not from any 

ositive identification of the remains. Dr, Don- 
in said that when, as Deputy Coroner, he e#- 
aljined the bodies at the Morgue they were so 
badly burned as to be unrecognizable, d 

‘he broken demijohn, the empty can, and the 
trunks were all dragged out again for Henry M. 
Bendheim, owner of the burned dwelling, to 
identify. Hesaw themin Kohout’s rooms the 
morning after the fire. Going down stairs he 
found Henry Kohout in Machin’s saloon, and 
asked bim what he knewof the fire. Henry said 
at that time that he awoke before 12 o'clock 
with a beadache, and on going into the kitchen 
found the lamp lighted on the table. He went 
to bed again, and was soon after awakened by 
the fire. Then there was a subsequent conver- 
sation, the witness said, in his office at 8 
o’clock the same morning. Henry Kohout said 
then that he was awakened at 12 o’clock 
by the fire in the ballas he saw it from the fan- 
light over the bedroom door. [The other ten- 
ants in the house testified that the fire was not 
discovered until long after 1 o’clock, and the en- 
gines did not reach there until after 1:30.) 
Henry Kohout woke up his wife and brother, be 
said, and made for the fire escape. In his kitchen 

he stepped on a newspaper that was burning on 
the floor and scorched hisshoe. He did not say, 
eta the lawyer ask him, how the paper got 
“Is your stuff insured?” the witness said he 
asked Kohout. 
= Yes,” was the reply, “for $600.” 
' Fifteen families, all with children, were living 
in the house, There was an insurance on the 
building. The witness used to own a factory at 
No. 402, adjoining the tenement house, and there 
wasafirein it when he ownedit. There was 


also a fire in tenement house No. 408, which he 
owned. The trial goes on to-day.

HILL AND AGAINST CIVIL 
SERVICE REFORM. 

The Tammany Committee on Organiza- 
tion for 1886, consisting of 20 delegates from 
each of the 24 Assembly Districts, held its first 
meeting last night. Sheriff Grant was chosen as 
temporary Chairman on motion of Police Jus- 
tice Gorman, and Deputy County Clerk Gilroy 
was made temporary Secretary. Committees on 
Permanent Organization and on Resolutions 
were then appointed. Aftera short recess Sen- 
ator Plunkitt presented the report as to the per- 
manent officers during the year. He reported 
the name of John Kelly for Chairman, Sheriff 
Grant for First Vice-President, and ex-Judge 


John McQuade for Second Vice-President. Po- 
lice Justice Gorman was again chosen as Treas- 
urer, and Thomas F. Gilroy was named as Ke- 
cording Secretary and Peter Mitchellas Cor- 
responding Secretary. The mention of Mr. 
Keliy’s name evoked some applause. Mr. 
Grant thanked the committee for itsaction in 
choosing him as First Vice-President, and added 
that he was glad to seethe appreciation in 
which the members held John Ler 

Ex-Assemblyman Peter Mitchell introduced 
a resolution asking for the appointment of a 
committee of five to investigate charges that at 
the last election votes were stolen from Tam- 
TMany’s county candidates by the collusion of 
County Democrats and Republicans. As Mr. 
Mitchell said he could prove the charges, his 
resolution was adopted, and Chairman Grant 
named as the committee Messrs. Peter Mitchell, 
George H. Forster, Ambrose Monell, Roger A. 
Pryor, and Alexander Thain, 

Ex-Senator Forster submitted a series of reso- 
lutions praising Gov. Hill, taking all the credit 
for Tammany for his nomination and election, 
and indorsing all the recommendations con- 
tained in his message to the ror The 
sentiment was also voiced that all the members 
of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
should be elected by the people. W. Bourke 
Cockran presented a resolution calling upon the 
Legislature to submit the question of civil service 
to the people of the State, so that a decision upon 
the present system of competitive examination 
could be had. Mr. Cockran, after handing up 
the resolution, asked permission to explain its 
provisions, and thereupon he mace a five 
minutes’ onslaught upon civil service reform. 
He called tt all sorts of names, and denounced “it 
as an importation from Great Britain. All the 
members of the Parnell Fund Committee looked 
horrified. “if England’s at the bottom of it,” 
remarked a member, ** then we're agin it.’’ Mr. 
Cockran followed up his telling point by talking 
about Tammany’s great victory last Fall. He 
claimed that that victory had been won ona plat- 
form of anti-civil service. Tammany was ready 
to fight the battle over again eifher next Fall or 
at any other time. 

Ex-Assemblyman Mitchell said that while he 
was notin favor of the present civil service law 
he thought Tammany should be content with 
the recommendations made in the Governor's 
message. He said that the Governor had to deal 
with a hostile Legisiature, and that the Demo- 
cratic Party could safely trust the Executive of 
the State to deal with the matter. 

Mr. Cockran, in reply, said that any mention 
of the name of Gov. Hill awoke a responsive 
chord in every Tammany breast. He thought, 
however, thst the resolution to submit the ques- 
tion to the people was in the line of the Govern- 
or’s policy, and so believing he moved its adop- 
tion. A motion of Mr, Mitchell to defer action 
was voted down, and the resolution was then 
adopted without a dissenting voice. The mat- 
ter of preparing the proper measure to be 
passed by the Legislature and submitted to the 
people was left to the Committee on Resolutions.

TAMMANY’S BATTLE ORY. A SLAP IN PUBLIC WRONG 


FATHER ARRAYED AGAINST SON. 

JUSTICE DUFFY SAYS MR. HENDRICKS 
SHOULD HAVE CHASTISED HIS SON PRI- 
VATELY—A BITTER FAMILY FEUD. 

Mr. Mortimer Hendricks, a well known 
Hebrew, who lives at Long Branch and does 
business as a broker at No. 51 Ex- 
change-place, appeared at the Jefferson 
Market Police Court yesterday to answer 
& summons for assault obtained by his 
son, Elmer Hendricks, a young man of 20, cash- 
ier for his uncle, Mr. Montefiore Isaacs,a broker 
at No. 42 Broad-street. A number of ladies and 
gentlemen, friends of the father and son, occu- 
pied seats inthe court room, Last week in Ex- 
change-place Mr. Hendrioks slapped his son’s 
face, and the proceedings were taken to prevent 
a repetition of such a public ingult. The assault 
was the outcome of a bitter family feud. 

The father of Mr. Hendricks senior was Mr. 
Montague Hendricks, who died in 1884, leaving an 
estate estimated to be worth from $1,500,000 to 
$2,000,000 to be distributed among a number of 
relations. He disinherited Mortimer Hendricks, 
who has ample means, but left $180,000 to be 
equally distributed among his six children, some 
of whom are married. The family feud was pre- 
cipitated by the reading of the will, and the re- 
sult of it was that several of his children left 
him. But recently two of them, minors, who 


side with their father, applied in the Surrogate’s 
office to have him appointed guardian of their 
persons, and the application was granted. 
hen Himer, the eldest son, made applica- 
tion in the Surrogate’s Court to have his share 
of his grandfather's legacy placod under the 
uardianship of the United States Lo&n and 
Trust Company. In his application he utterly 
ignorea his father, the guardian of the estate. 
He was compelled under the code to say why 
his father was not competent, and his reasons 
were that he had abandoned him, was not a fit 
and proper person to manage the estate, did not 
support him, and left his maintenance to per- 
sons on whom the law did not cast responsibility. 
When the time came to make a return to the 
application Mr. Mortimer Hendricks appeared 
before the Surrogate and was prepared to meet 
the accusations, but Elmer withdrew his applica- 
tion and his father retains control of his $30,000. 
Mr. Hendricks senior was so mortified and ex- 
asperated by Elmer’s conduct that he lost his 
temper the next time he met him and slapped 
his face while upbraiding him, telling him at the 
same time that henceforth he would treat him 
as his youngest child. 

The son, in relating the story of .the assault to 
Justice Duffy, manifested intense hatred of his 
father. The latter, when he was permitted to 
defend himself, arraigned Elmer as recalcitrant, 
untruthful, ungratetul, and under the malign 
influence of Harmon and Albert Hendrioks and 
Montefiore and Washington Isaacs, parties to 
the family feud. Mr. Hendricks said he could if 
he chose have contested his father’s will and de- 
prived his children of their grandfather’s be- 
quest. In proof of this he produced a letter 
signed by his wife and his children admitting 
that he could have broken the will if he desired. 

Mr. Hendricks claimed that, asa parent, he had 
a right to chastise his undutiful son. Justice 
Duffy thought the place where tne chastise- 
ment took place ill chosen. If it had been in 
Mr. Hendricks’s house he would have been justi- 
fied. Justice Duffy made anappeal to the father 
and son to be reconciled. But when the Justice 
asked Elmer to shake hands with his father he 
refused flatly, saying that his father bad ill used 
his mother. Justice Duffy commented strongly 
on Elmer’s unfilial conduct and discharged the 
defendant, advising him not to lay his hands on 
his son in any publio place. 

Mr. Hendricks said thateven after Elmer's 
application to the Surrogate he had partly sup- 
ported him. His conduct, he added, was due to 
the malign influence of his (Mortimer’s) and his 
wife’s brothers. 





TWELVE HOURS A DAY’S WORK. 


ONE BY ONE THE SURFACE RAILROADS 


FALL IN LINE. 


One by one the surface roads of the city 
are accepting the principle that 12 hours consti- 
tute a good day’s work forthe conductors and 
drivers in theiremploy. The Second, Third, and 
Fourth avenue roads adopted this limit several 
weeks ago, and now the Broadway and Eighth- 
avenue companies have followed their example. 
On Saturday President Hayes, of the Eighth- 
avenue road, issued an order making the requi- 
site number of trips on the Vesey-street division 
six instead of seven, and took off half atrip on 
the Harlem division. At the same time he vol- 


untarily added 10 cents to the daily earnings of 
the men on the latter division, making the uni- 
form pay of drivers and conductors on that 
road $2 per day. When the cars of the Broad- 
way and Seventh-avenue line began to make 
trips to the Battery seven trips per day 
were required, for which drivers and conduct- 
ors were paid $2. They grumbled at this, and in 
November their pay was increased to $3 25, the 
number of trips being unchanged. Two months 
ago President Foshay voluntarily reduced the 
trips to six. Hach trip occupied 1 hour and 64 
minutes, which, with a “swing off” of 10 min- 
utes per trip andan houranda half for meals, 
kept the men from home nearly 14 Hours every 
day. Upon representations made last week by a 
committee of drivers, Superintendent Newell 
yesterday agreed to issue a new time table, to 
take effect on Feb. 1, which will make 12 hours 
the maximtim time on duty by abolishing the 
“ swing off” and allowing one hour for dinner 
without time for supper and breakfast. The 
men onthe Broadway line are now better off 
than any of the others, as. their pay is 25 cents 
per day more, and the conductors have a new 
uniform each year. 

The drivers on the Sixth-avenue line have suo- 
ceeded in obtaining a promise from President 
Curtiss to reduce their working hours to 12, and 
continue the pay at $2 after Feb. 1. 
will make one trip less per day after that date. 

Since Friday the Drivers’ Committee have 
made five visits to President Curtiss, and it was 
only yesterday morning that he yielded and con- 
ceded their demands. ‘*He died bard,” said one 
of the drivers, “‘butifhe hadn’t given in every 
driver on the road would have struck to-day.”

DANGEROUS RAILROAD GROUND. 
SHENANDOAH, Penn., Jan. 25.—There is 
no favorable change in the condition of the 
Reading Road between here and Lost Creek, 
upon which traffic has been altogether suspended 


since Saturday last owing to a threatened cave- 
in of the railroad bed and the turnpike, All the 


track hands from the different sections have 
been summoned to the scene of the trouble, and 
work is vigorously kept up to put the road in 
running order, which may take several days. 
Meanwhile the Reading trains are running regcu- 
larly over the Lehigh Valley Road. The scene 
of the present trouble on the Philadeiphia and 
Reading Road is where a series of extensive cave- 


ins have recently occurred, and it has always 
been regarded as unéafe, It is approached cau- 


tiously by trains and teams passing over the 
turnpike which runs parallel with the railroad. 
The route of the roadbed has been frequently 
changed, but it appears impossible to find a safe 
spot, owing to the breasts of the Lehigh Valley 
Company’s Packer No.4 colliery being 60 ex- 
tensive and worked so close to the surface. 


PLEADING FOR HERMAN'S LIF. 


Aupany, N. Y., Jah. 25.—Leroy Adams, 
eounsel for Herman, the condemned Buffalo 
wife murderer, this afternoon asked Gov. Hill 
to commute the condemned man’s sentence to 
imprisoiment for life. Hestaid there was noth- 
ing to show that this was murder in the first de- 


gree,and that the verdict should have been 
murder in the second degree. He then attempt- 
edtoshow by the evidence that the act was 
committed while Herman was in such a state of 
mind as to preclude premeditation; that he was 
not in a condition to deliberate, and was. there- 
fore, not liable for murder in the first degree. Dis- 
trict Attorney E. W. Hatch opposed the motion. 
He held that the evidence, as disclosed by the 
witnesses, showed conclusively that there was 
premeditation.

Col. Foulk 
is a retired army officer. For several months in- 
ternal dissensions have existed in the family, be- 
cause his wife and sons claimed that he no 
Jjonger had an interest in the business. The dis- 

ute resulted in divorce proceedings between 
Busbana and wife, and the suit is now pending. 
By some means the Colonel obtained possession 
of the office on Saturday night, and all efforts to 
oust him so far bave been fruitless. He bolted 
and barred the doors and windows, and has his 
meals served to him by means of a basket and 
rope which. he lets down from a second-story 
window. The sons and two officers stand guard 
outside day and night and propose to starve 
himoeut. The affair creates considerable excite- 
ment.

IRON TRADE STATISTICS. 


A VERY SATISFACTORY SHOWING FOR‘ THE 
PAST YEAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—The American 
Iron and Steel Agsociation has received from the 
manufacturers full and detatled statistics of the 
production of pig fron in the United States in 
1885, with statistics of the stocks of unsold pig 
iron at the close of the year. The production of 
all kinds of pig tron was 4,529,869 net tons, or 
4,044,526 gross tons. In 1884 the production was 
4,589,618 net tons, or 4,097,868 gross tons. The 
decrease in 1885 as compared with 1884 was oflv 
59,744 net tons, or 53,342 gross tons. The near ap- 
proach of the production of 188 to that of 
1884 was the result of the greater activity which 
prevailed in the second half of 1885 as compared 
with the first half. As compared with recent 
years, commencing with the boom year 1880, the 
production in 1 resents an exceeding) 
favorable showing, when the depression in all 
branches of business in the greater part of the 
year is considered. The production, classified 
according to the fuel used, was as follows} 
Bituminous, 2.675.635 tons; anthracite, 1,454,390 
tons, and charcoal, 899,544 tons, The greatest 
production was in Pennsylvania, whose output 
was 2,445,496 tons, among the other large pro- 
Guocers being Ohio, 553, tons; Illinois, 827,977 
tons; Alabama, 227,438 tons; Virginia, 163,783 
tons; Tennessee, 161,199 tons; New-York, 160,157 
tons, and Michigan, 148,121 tons. 

The stocks of unsold pig fron in the hands of 
the manufacturers or their agents at the close of 
1885, and which was not required for the con, 
sumption of those who produced it, amounted 
to 416,512 net tons, or 871,886 gross tons, more 
than half otf which was co eropal pit iron. At 
the olose of the first hait of } the stocks 
amounted to 692,916 net tons. The decrease in 
the Jast half of the year was, therefore, 276,404 
net tons. At the close of 1884 the stock amount- 
ed to 598,000 net tons. The stock statement at 
the close of 188 is very favorable. The total 
number of furnaces reported as in or out of 
blast at the close of 1885 was 78 less than at the 
close of 1884. Highty-five of the furnaces enter- 
ing into the statistics for 1884 are not entitled to 
be longer considered statistically, having been 
permanently put out of blast or dismantled. 
At the close of 1885 there were entitled to be 
counted 591 furnaces, of which 276 were in blast 
and 815 out of blast. The number of new fur- 
naces in course of erection in 1885 was 24. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Jan. 25.—The re- 
port that the iron industry at Chattanooga is at 
a standstill is incorrect. Every rolling mill in 
the city is running night and day, The furnaces 
have sold all their stock and have sold ahead of 
their capacity. the three largest iron plants be- 
ing doubled. Arrangements are being made to 
start the Roane Iron Company asa Bessemer 
steel mill, to employ 600 hands. Iron manufact- 
urers state that they are more actively engaged 
than for three years. 


VIRGINIA'S PUBLIO DEBT. 


> 
AN EFFORT TO PORCE OREDITORS TO ACCEPT 
THE RIDDLEBERGER SCHEME. 
RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 25.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Rhea offered a preamble and joint 
resolution proposing an amendment to the State 
Constitution. The preamble recites that after 
years of bitter strife and discord among the peo- 
ple of Virginia an act was passed and became a 
law, known as the Riddleberger bill, whereby it 
was hoped to secure a final adjustment of the 
matters in dispute between the Stateand her 
creditors; that the representatives of the people, 
without regard to party affiliation, stood pledged 
to such legislation as would force creditors into 
compliance with said law; that the creditors had 
met every effort with stubborn resistance, 
and that it was the fixed and _ unal- 
terable purpose of the people of Vir- 
ginia never to pay more than provided 
for in the Riddieberger bill. The proposed 
amendment provides that all evidences or debt 
outstanding not already funded under the Rid- 
dieberger bill which are not presented and 
funded in accordance with the provisions of said 
act within 90 days after the ratification of this 
amendment by the people shall be forever 
barred, and neither principal nor interest there- 
on of any such outstanding obligations shall 
ever be paid by the State, nor shall the holders 
thereof ever after be entitled to avail them- 
selves of the provisions of said act, nor shall 
any action to enforce the payment of such out- 
standing unfunded obligations ever be main- 
tained in the courts of the State. The amend- 
ment also declares null and void any future ac- 
tion of the Legislature which shall recognize 
any of the barred obligations. It was referred 
to a special joint committee on the public debt. 








CHICAGO'S POLLUTED WATER SUPPLY. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 25.—A report of the result 
of his investigations of the water supply and 
sewage problems of Chicago will be made to the 
Chicago City Council this evening by Dr. John 
H. Rauch, Secretary of the Llinois State Board 
of Health. Dr. Rauch says: “*1t is beyond ques- 
tion that the sewage of about 80,000 persons is 
Gaily poured into the lake from Chicago, Lake 
View, and Hyde Park. The sewage of fully 
500,000 additional population, for at least 40 
days in August, September, and November, 1885, 
was also emptied in Lake Michigan. "l wice dur- 
ing this period the indescribable filth of the 
South Fork was swept into the same source of 
water ie and during a ortion of 
the time he contents of he North 
Branch were pumped through Fullerton-avenue 
conduit into this general receptacle and fount- 
ain. Itis notatall surprising that the quality 
of the drinking water is proved by the test tube 
and the microscope to be varyingly affected, 
nor that the river and its branches become 
offensive. Kut itis not Chicago and the imme- 
diately subjacent territory which are alone con- 
cerned in the proper solution of this problem. 
The communities along the canal and river, to 
Peoria at least, are also interested. It igs indis- 
pensable to the health of Chicago and of the 
towns and villages along the lake shore, from 
Evanston to South Chicago, that Lake Michigan 
be unpolluted, and this involves some disposi- 
tion of their sewage product other thanits de- 
positin the lake.’”’ He recommends the imme- 
diate creation of a metropolitan drainage district 
to care for the sewage of Chicago and its en- 
virons. 





CHINA AND OOREA, 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 25,—A Chinese 


paper published in Hong Kong prints a rumor 
to the effect that the Emperor of China, who is 
only in bis tenth year, intends to form a matri- 
moniai alliance and take the government of the 
country into his own hands, 


The reported outbreak in Seoul, the capital of 


Corea, on Deo, 15 appears to have no foundation 
in fact. Barly in Devember the Japanese Gov- 
ernment arrested about 80 men who were sus- 
pected of being engaged ina plot against the 
existing Corean Government. This came to the 
ears of the officers of the Cninese Legation at 
Tokio, Japan, in the shape of a rumor that a 
number of desperadoes had embarked for Seoul. 
This rumor was telegraphed to Tien-Tsin, and in 
turn to the Chinese representutive at Seoul. 'The 
latter on investigating the matter became in- 
formed of a rumor that 80 soldiers disguised ag 
tradesmen were then in Seoul awaiting an op- 
portunity to attack the palace, and telegraphed 
the rumor to the legation at Tokio as & fact. 
The last telegram was communicated to the 
Japanese Foreizn Office, which soon dispelled 
the rumor. The whole matter was investigated 
and shown to be without truth, 





PAPER MONEY FOR THE ISTHMUS, 

PanaMA, Jan. 16.—Although the decree 
ordering the establishment of Custom Houses 
on the isthmus has not been formally revoked it 
has been virtually so, since it has not been car- 
ried into effect. Another difficulty, however, 
‘will soon be experienced on the isthmus, and 
that is the issue of paper money. We are to 
have one-dollar, twenty-cent, and ten-cent notes, 
and it is to be made compulsory to receive them 
in trade and in private transactions under heavy 
penalties. An issue of .000 has already been 
made in the capital and isin circulation in other 
parts of the country, but the proportion in- 
tended for Panama has not yet arrived. The 
issue is from the National Bank at Bogota. The 
communitysapprehends serious inconvenience,

PACIFIC RAILWAY DEBTS 


ne 
A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR: THEIR 
PAYMENT. 
THE SENATE JUDICIARY COMMITTEE RE- 
PORTS A MEASURE TO SBCURE THE 
GOVERNMENT'S RIGHTS, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—The bill to provide for 
the payment of the indebtedness of the Pacific rall- 
road companies to the Government, reported to-day 
by Senator Hoar from the Judiciary Committee, pro- 
vides in section 1 that the Secretary of the Treasury 
be authorized and directed to ascertain the amount of 
the respective indebtedness of the Union Pacific Ratl- 
road Company, the Kansas Pacigo Railway Company, 
the Central Branch Union Pacific Railroad Company, 
the Sioux City and Pacific Railroad Company, the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad Company, and the Western Pacifio 
Railroad Company, to which the subsidy bonas of the 
United States were advanced in aid of the construc- 
tionof the Paocifio railroads and branches, as of the 
1st day of October, 1886, upon the same principle as if 
the whole sum of said bonds and interest, paid and to 
be paid by the United States thereon, and not, there- 
fore, paid by credits on account thereof, were to be 
paid tothe United Statesin cash on said day. And 
the said sums shall be computed and ascertained as 
follows: First, from the sums whioh shall on the

Section 2 provides that the Union Pacifico Railway 
Company, successor to the Union Pacific Rallroad 
fompasy. and the Kansas Pacifico Railway Company, 
the sald Central Pacific Railroad Company,the sal Cen- 
tral Branch Unton Pacific Railroad Company, and the 
Bloux City and Pacifico Railroad Company be author-

said companies unless the same shall have been actu- 
aily earned, nor unless such company shall have paid 
tothe United States theamount of all matured in- 
debredness then due and payable under this act, and 
shall also have paid all depts which have previously 
matured which are secured bya lien paramount to 
that of the United States; and further, that every dis- 
position of any stocks, bonds. or other securities of 
other corporations now owned by either of said com- 
panies, whether by sale, pledge. or Otherwise, shall be 
reported to the Secretary of the Interior by the com- 
pany making the same within 30 days after such dis. 
position had been made. 

Section 4 provides that so long as the companies 
shall keep their railroad and telegraph lines In repair 
and transact the business of the Government at fair 
gee reasonable rates, giving it preference over private 

usiness, and shall make punctual payment of the 
bonds of redemption, no other or further sums shall 
be demanded or required. and none of the penalties or 
liabilities provided for by the act of 1882 and the acts 
amendatory thereof shal! be incurred by said com- 
panies, Kach of said companies shall also in each year 
expend whatever sums are necessary tO maintain its 
railroad, rolling stock, equipments, and operating prop- 
erty of every description in as good condition as the 
same now are, and in proper condition to do its busi- 
ness. .

THE RIGHTS OF NAVAL ACADEMY GRADU- 
ATHS—A NEW-ENGLAND TAX CASE. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—The Supreme Court of 
the United States to-day rendered the following dé- 
cisions:

OVERRUN WITH FOXES. 


—-<. 
ROBBING -THE FOWL YARDS OF THE SULLE 
VAN COUNTY FARMERS. 

Morssron, N. Y., Jan. 25.—Not less than 
120 foxes have been killed in this portion of Suk 
livan County during the past three weeks, Ne 
one remembers when foxes were so numerous 
in this region as they have been for a month oy 
so. Their boldness in their visits to the poultry 
yards of the farmers in the sparsely settled sec. 
tion is something unprecedented. They defy 
traps, guns, and dogs, and forage so successfully: 
that not a few hen roosts have been entirely 
cieaned out. It is estimated that foxesin the 
neighborhood of Morsston, Old Morsston, Shand- 
ley Pond, and adjacent settlements have car 
ried off $8 worth of poultry since the 
first. of the year, Usually toxes forage 
alone, but in this region this Winter as many as 
eight have been seen together on their way to 
some farmer's inclosure. George Hunter, a 
tarmer living near Sbandley Pond, saw threg 
foxes enter his barnyard last week in broad day« 
light. He killed oneof the three. Not a 

terward three more entered the inclosure, an 
Hunter shot one of these. The farmer then set 
& watch on his yard, and between nichtfall and 
midnight no less than 12 foxes sneaked into the 
yard, always three together. One was killed out 
of each lot. Two weeks ago Hunter had 75 
chickens, turkeys, and geese. Ten chickens are 
now all that are left in his flock. 

A neighbor of Hunter has had an almost simi. 
lar experience with foxes. They have carried 
off every one of a flock of 20 chickens, 10 
turkeys, and 3 geese. This farmer has seen five 
foxes enter his yard at onetime. Two of them 
were killed, but, after they were shot, the other 
three boldly seized a fowl apiece and got away 
safely with their plunder. The local hunterg 
and trappers have had great sport hunting 
foxes, and there is scarcely a barn in the region 
that has not at least one fox pelt nailed to its 
door. The extraordinary number of foxes in 
the county and their unusually bold manner of 
operating can be explained in no other way than 
by the theory that the wild animals and birds on 
which they depend for food—rabbits, partridges, 
and other small game—are for some reason not 
to be found in their usual haunts, thus forcing 
the fox to resort to heroio tactics to obtain 
necessary provender, 





POVERTY-STRICKEN OFFIOH SEEKERS.

Many Georgians who came here last 
Spring and remained over, hoping to get occu- 
pation under the Government, have returned 
sadder and wiser. Others in desperate straits are 
still here, some of them importuning Congress- 
men forrelief to pay their bills or to secure 
transportation back to the State.

Mr. Perry BELMONT, in the House Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs, is giving a 
good deal of attention tothe improvement 
of the service. His committee has just 
submitted to the State Department a bill 
proposing the consolidation of several 
groups of what are now minor missions, 
such as those to Belgium and Holland and 
to Sweden and Denmark, placing each 
group in charge of an Envoy Extraordi- 
nary. There would not be any great 
saving in this arrangement, but 
it would undoubtedly attract better 
men to the offices, and would perhaps 
stimulate the Administration for the time 
being to a more careful selection of Min- 
isters. The plan is, however, only a very 
short step toward the reform of the 
service. What should be done is to con- 
solidate all the minor legations and con- 
sulates, and then provide for a graded 
service, with due promotion for merit and 
seniority and with adequate compensa- 
tion. Much of the present force under 
the State Department is worse than 
useless. 








Senator Hoar has again reported his 
bill for refunding the indebtedness of the 
Pacific railroads, so modified as to extend 
the period of payment from 60 to 80 years, 
The plan is to figure up the indebtedness 
pf the companies on account of the sub- 
sidy bonds on the basis of what it would 
be if liquidated in full on the 1st of Octo- 
ber next, the present worth at that time 
being computed on the bagis of 3 per cent. 
per annum as the value of money at 
interest. The total sums thus ascer- 
tained are to be divided equally for 
each company into 160 amounts, for each 
of which the company is to issue its bond 
‘to the United States, one to fall due at the 
end of every six months, The statutory 
dien of the Government upon the property 

f the roads is continued, but provision is

ticipate the payment of the redemption 
bonds by the issue of mortgage” bonds. 
The bill contains many other details, but 
its essential feature is that of refunding 
the whole subsidy debt in these redemp- 
tion bonds, and allowing the companies 
80 years in which to discharge the obliga- 
tions they have so persistently neglected 
and evaded in the past, 











The bill providing for the admission of 
Washington Territory into the Union as a 
State has been favorably reported in the 
Senate, It provides for adding to Wash- 
ington the “pan handle” of Idaho by 
carrying the southern boundary to Mon- 
tana, where the Bitter Root Mountain 
range forms a natural barrier. Next to 
Dakota no doubt Washington Territory is 
best fitted to become a member of the 
Union of States. It has been developing 
rapidly since the completion of the North- 
ern Pacific Railroad. Its population in 
1880 was only 75,116. The vote of the 
Territory last year indicated a population 
of at least 200,000. The present bill is in 
effect an enabling act, but there is little 
prospect of its passage in the lower house, 
as the Democrats have no assurance that 
their party could control the new State. 








Mr. BouRKE CocKRAN last evening in- 
duced the Tammany Committee on Or- 
ganization to adopt a resolution calling 
upon the Legislature to submit the civil 
service law to the people, so that a decis- 
ion upon the present system of competi- 
tive exumination could be had. The 
proposition is absurd, The law was duly 
passed by a sufficient majority of both 
houses of the Legislature, on the recom- 
mendation of a Democratic Governor. 
was applied, and the system established, 
under the same Governor, and has 
been unqualifiedly indorsed by Gov. HILL. 
When Tammany cheers the declaration 
that Mr. Hii was elected on a platform 
of anti-civil service it cheers a falsehood, 
and when CocKRAN makes the declaration 
he accuses Gov. Hitt of falsehood, though 
he does not seem.to know it. Ridiculous 
as the proposition is, we should not object 
to its adoption by the Legislature. A 
canvass of that single question would be 
very interesting, and undoubtedly, as 
COCKRAN says, we should get ‘‘a de- 
cision.” 








The decision of Judge VAN BRUNT in 
the Broadway Railroad case seems to be 
clearly in the interest of justice. The 
plaintiff charges that certain persons, be- 
ing Trustees of both the Broadway and 
the Seventh-Avenue Road, mortgaged 
the latter to build the former in violation 
of the rights of stockholders in the 
Seventh-Avenue line. If these Trustees 
could resist a motion for an ex- 
amination of themselves and_ their 
books, any set of unfaithful Direct- 
ors could defraud the stockholders 
with impunity. In this case there is a 
particularly strong presumption against 
Mr. JacoB SHARP and the other persons 
who are unwilling to be examined, There 
is a general belief that the charter of the 
Broadway Road was obtained by bribery, 
and that part of the money ostensibly 
spent in building the road was spent in 
buying the charter. If this belief were un- 
founded these persons would naturally be 
anxious to refute it. Even if they care 
nothing for their own reputations, the 
general belief that the charter was ob- 
tained by bribery is injurious to their in- 
terests and calculated to subject them to 
annoyance. If their evidence tended to 
show that the money was honestly raised 
ard honestly spent, it is safe to presume 
that they would have given that evidence 
without waiting for a judicial order, 





THE ELECTORAL COUNT. 


The bill originally known as the Ed- 
munds bill, of which Senator Hoar now 
has charge, is again before the Senate, 
and has encountered criticism and oppo- 
sition from an unexpected source. Mr. 
JOHN SHERMAN, in a speech made: last 
week, made a number of objections to the 
bill, one of which he regarded as capital, 
and as to which he declared that un- 
less it could be obviated he should 
not be able to vote for the bill. 
It will be remembered that the bill 
provides that when there is only one 
return or paper purporting to be a re- 
turn from any State the votes in that re- 
turn shall be counted unless both houses 
voting separately; shall decide to reject 
it. On the other hand, it is provided that 
if there be two returns, and neither of 
them is sustained by the highest judicial 
authority of the State, or if there be a dis- 
pute as to that judicial authority, then no 
vote from that State shall be counted un- 
less ‘both houses voting separately shall 
agree to count it. 

It was to this latter proposition that 
Mr. SHERMAN made his chief objection. 
He declared that ‘‘in any case of a dis- 
pute that may arise the manufacturing 
or creating of double returns would be 
the easiest possible process to present the 
question involved.” If double returns 
were presented the question as to which 
should be counted would, of course, 
be raised, and the House, by the sim- 
ple act of refusing to agree to the 
one sustained by the Senate,‘would*pre- 
vent the vote of the State from being 
counted. He proposed instead of this ar- 
rangement to refer any question of double 
returns or any other questions to the joint 
vote of the two houses, to be decided by 
a majority of the whole number voting. 
Mr. Evarts, while speaking guardedly, 
rather inclined toward this plan. He 
thought under the committee’s bill the 
House could, by refusing to count the same 
return as the Senate in cases of dispute, 
throw out enough votes so that no candi- 
date would have a majority of all the 
Electoral votes, and the House would 
then “take possession” of the election. 
This argument was met by Senator Hoar 
with the statement that in the committee 
it was agreed that the majority necessary 
to elect would be a majority of the votes 
counted, and not a majority of the votes 
to which the States would be entitled. 
This is an interesting point, but of minor 
importance. 

The objection of Seaator SHERMAN 
seems to us to have very little force. He 
forgets what is the gist of the whole 


bill, that in case of any dispute as to who. 


It « 
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are the lawful Electors from any State it 
is the right and the’duty of the State to 
provide for the legal and final settlement 
of that dispute by its own tribunals, If 
it do so provide, and if only one return 
be sent to Washington with the sanction 
of the State as expressed through its 
highest tribunal, then the votes con- 
tained in that return must, under the 
bill, be counted. No other can be 
counted. Congress has no authority 
by any procedure it may adopt to count 
any other. The two houses, acting sep- 
arately, may atree that this return, so 
sanctioned, is a return of votes not legal- 
ly cast, or they may so decide as to any 
one or more of the votes, on the ground 
that the Electors are ineligible, for in- 
stance, and then those votes will not be 
counted. There may be double returns, 
or there may be a dozen returns; if any 
one of them has the sanction of the State 
tribunals that is the one, and the only 
one, with which the two houses can deal. 
It is only when there is a dispute 
that the State has not settled that 
it is in danger of losing its 
vote. Then the positions are exactly 
reversed, It takes both houses to deprive 
a State of a sanctioned vote. It takes 
both houses to give it a vote where none 
has been adjudged to be legal by the State 
itself. There is security for the State 
when it fully attends to its own affairs, 
There is risk for it when it neglects to do 
so. The object is to induce a State to pro- 
vide for the settlement of disputes. The 
disposition of the votes where such pro- 
vision isnot made is not an ideal one. 
But it seems as near just and complete as 
can be devised. It is certainly far better 
than Mr. SHERMAN’s notion of referring 
the question to a joint convention of, the 
two houses—an arrangement certainly 
never contemplated by the Constitution 
and full of inconveniences and risks, 








SUBWAY POLITICS AND JOBBERY. 


We are just reaching the consequences 
of the botchwork that was begun with 
the underground wire business at the 
close of the session of the Legislature last 
year. The electrical companies having 
paid no attention to the act of 1884 re- 
quiring them to have their wires laid 
under ground in this city by the 1st of 
November in the year following, it was 
proposed to have a commission to decide 
upon a plan and see that the work 
was done. The bill providing for 
this was delayed . by one means 
and another until near the end of the 
session and then the political jobbers got 
at it to make it serve their ends. On the 
day before the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature Gen. BARNUM announced in the 
Assembly that he had an amendment to 
offer which was desired by the telegraph 
companies, This provided that the Com- 
missioners should be appointed, not by 
the Mayor, but by the Mayor, Controller, 
and Commissioner of Public Works, or a 
majority of them. It is plain enough 
now why the telegraph companies desired 
this change and why the politicians 
jumped at their chance. It opened the 
way for the disgraceful jobbery which 
threatens to defeat the whole scheme. 

When the time came for appointing the 
Commissioners the Mayor had three candi- 
dates who possessed the qualifications 
absolutely essential to a proper perform- 
ance of their duties, but that was not 
what the jobbers wanted. They did not 
care for the interests of the public, but for 
those of the telegraph and telephone com- 
panies and for the “ job” which they had 
in view. They worked, as they expected 
and intended to do, through the Con- 
troller and Commissioner of Public Works, 
and secured as Commissioners three men 
who knew absolutely nothing about the 
requirements of the problem they had 
to deal with, but were sure to be the will- 
ing tools of those who secured their 
appointment. Nothing more disgraceful 
than these appointments could be con- 
ceived. The work required to a high de- 
gree expert knowledge, business capacity, 
and an unswerving regard for the interests 
of the public. None of these require- 
ments were in the least regarded, but tho 
work was putin the hands of men who 
knew nothing of electrical appliances, had 
no capacity for dealing with the compli- 
cated task, and were under influences 
that would make them serviceable to 
those who wished to make a profitable 
job of a great public undertaking. 

The act of last year was utterly devoid 
of all safeguards. After giving the ap- 
pointment of the Commissioners to the 
jobbers who were seeking to control them 
it left them practically unrestricted. They 
were at liberty to encourage any gang of 
speculators to get hold of the devices for 
laying wires under ground, organize their 
scheme, and take possession of the busi- 
ness, or sell it out to any monopoly to 
which it should be of the most value. 
With the law as it stands and the com- 
mission as it is constituted this was the 
inevitable result. The commission has 
drifted straight into the jobbery laid out 
for it, and it has become a serious ques- 
tion how the business is to be extricated 
from the control of the jobbers. Is it 
possible to get anything done for the pub- 
lic in this city without making it the 
prey of political and financial plunderers? 

Exactly what the Subway Commis- 
sioners are at is not at present very clear- 
ly known, but it is beyond question that 
they are working in the interest of a 
speculative scheme for private profit and 
advantage. How can it be ascertained 
before it is too late in what way they pro- 
pose to make a public trust serve the ends 
of private gain? There is a provision in 
the act consolidating the laws relating to 
the interests of this city which seems to 
afford a means of letting light into their 
dark performances, It is contained in 
section 60 of that act, and provides 
that “any Alderman, Commissioner, 
head of department, chief of bureau, 
deputy thereof or clerk therein, or other 
officer of the corporation, or person 
may, if a Judge shall so order, be 
summarily examined upon an order 
to be made on application based on an 
affidavit of the Mayor, or Controller, 
or any five Aldermen, or any Commis- 
sioner of Accounts, or of any five citizens 
who are taxpayers.” Among the specified 
»bjects of such an examination is ‘‘ any - 


delinquency charged in said affidavit 
touching the office or the discharge or 
neglect of duty” of which it is alleged 
in the application for the order that the 
complainants have knowledge or infor- 
mation. Perhaps this provision of the 
Consolidated act may be invoked for the 
purpose of compelling Messrs. Moss, Hgss, 
and Lorw to disclose the scheme in 
which they are engaged for giving the 
control of electrical subways to a combi- 
nation of specu lators. 

If nothing effectual can be done in any 
other way to rescue this public undertak- 
ing from the jobbers who have got their 
clutches upon it the Legislature should 
intervene and undo the work of its prede- 
cessor and make a new start. Whatever 
subways are constructed in this city for 
electrical wires ought to be in the keeping 
and control of the municipal authorities, 
with sufficient guarantee for their use by 
all who are entitled to use them, and with 
adequate power to compel their use for 
all electrical wires, and to remove as soon 
as the subways are provided all poles and 
wires from the public streets, An end 
should be put to the burlesque commis- 
sion and all its doings without delay, 








AN ABSURD STATEMENT. 


A few days ago the Court of Appeals 
reversed the decision of the General Term 
of the Supreme Court in the case of The 
People against ARTHUR CIPPERLY, there- 
by declaring the law forbidding the sale 
of adulterated or unwholesome milk to 
be constitutional. The judgment of the 
court below was overturned, the Court 
of Appeals said, ‘‘ for reasons sufficiently 
stated by Judge LEARNED,” who had sub- 
mitted a dissenting opinion. In this opin- 
ion, thus indorsed by the Court of Ap- 
peals, Judge LEARNED was led to speak of 
the decision of the upper court in the 
Marx case, which declared the law for- 
bidding the manufacture or sale of imita- 
tion butter to be unconstitutional. 

“The object of that law, like thatof a 
protective tariff,” wrote Judge LEARNED, 
‘‘was to protect the home industry of 
the farmer against the city industry of 
the manufacturer, and the court held 
the law to be vow because it prohibits 
an important branch of industry for the 
sole reason that it competes with another, 
and may reduce the price of an article of 
food.’”’ On the other hand,he declared that 
the milk law’s ‘‘ sole object” was to ‘‘ reg- 
ulate and control the quality of acertain 
article of food in the interest of the health 
of the people.” 

It is not true that the object of the 
prohibitory law against imitation butter 
was ‘‘ to protect the home industry of the 
farmer against the city industry of the 
manufacturer,” and a thousand assertions 
by Judges of the Supreme Court, indorsed 
by the Court of Appeals, cannot make it 
true. The imitation butter law which 
the court has rejected was, like other 
laws on the same subject that are still in 
force, enacted for the protection of the 
consumer. Legislation against imitation 
butter has been demanded for the protec- 
tion of the people. It is true that the 
dairy interests have suffered, and still 
suffer, by reason of the manufacture and 
sale of the imitation, and that the laws 
have been supported by the farmers, but 
primarily they were enacted for the ben- 
efit of the people who eat butter, to pre- 
vent them from being deceived and from 
being fed with an unwholesome product. 

How can intelligent and disinterested 
men deliberately say that this contest be- 
tween the people and those who thrive by 
deceit isonly a quarrel between one in- 
dustry and another? The chemists em- 
ployed by the State’s Dairy Commissioner 
have been for months making an inquiry 
as to the nature of the product sent out 
from the imitation butter factories. The 
Commissioner and his assistants find that 
the artificial butters are unwholesome be- 
cause they are indigestible; because they 
are insoluble when made of raw animal 
fats; because it is probable that in many 
cases the product contains bacteria de- 
rived from diseased animals and not de- 
stroyed by the process of manufacture, 
and for the additional reason that, as 
manufactured in some places, the product 
contains ingredients injurious to health. 

Tho farmers who make butter may rea- 
sonably help the consumer in his contest 
with the bogus butter men, for the quan- 
tity of butter exported has fallen from 
nearly 40,000,000 pounds in 1880 to only 
21,683,000 pounds in 1885, while the quan- 
tity of imitation butter and oleo oil export- 
ed hasrisen to 87,882,000 pounds. The con- 
sumer, in the city or in the country, has a 
right to demand that he shall not be de- 
ceived by those who sell him food, and that 
stuff that will undermine his health shall 
not be palmed off upon him as a genuine 
product of the dairy. The trade in bogus 
butter thrives on deceit and lives by de- 
ceit alone, and no amount of talk from 
Judges or paid attorneys about competi- 
tion and the trade’s “‘ importance as an 
industry” can convince intelligent people 
that it is opposed by no one except the 
makers of real butter. 








SENATOR EVARTS’S SILENCE. 


There is no denying that the junior 
Senator from New-York has up to this 
time failed to fulfill the bright anticipa- 
tions of those who sent him to the Sen- 
ate. Mr. EVARTS was supposed to be ca- 
pable of Senatorial feats more difficult and 
more inspiring than mere straight voting, 
while he took occasion, immediately after 
his election, to assure his constituency 
that his voting would be straight. He 
has fulfilled this pledge, but this pledge 
would have been equally fulfilled by any 
one of his competitors for the nomina- 
tion. It does not take an intellectual 
giant to abide by the decision of the cau- 
cus, and it was avowedly in consequence 
of the belief in his intellectual gianthood, 
especially prevalent in the back districts, 
that he was chosen a Senator. 

Thus far the Senatorial services of Sen- 
ator EVARTs are comprised in the unoffi- 
cial speech which he madein Boston upon 
the silver question. That effort left it un- 
certain, and it is still a matter of contro- 
versy in Boston whether the orator was 
on both sides of the silver question or on 
neither, The reason for this is clear 
enough. Mr. EvaktTs is at once the pos- 





| sessor and the victim of a still small Pres- 





idential boom. The annals of our coun- 
try are strewn with the wrecks of Presi- 
dential possibilities that might have been 
Presidential probabilities, Of many of 
them history records that their hopes 
were blighted becauso they talked too 
much, while itis not recorded that any 
man has failed of becoming the President 
of the United States because he talked 
too little. These examples have not been 
lost upon Mr. Evarts, and it is doubtless 
the contemplation of them that has con- 
verted him from an oracle into a Sphinx, 
It may be true that the first qualifica- 
tion of a candidate for the Presidency is 
the same as that of a juror ina criminal 
case, and that he must neither have 
formed nor expressed an opinion upon 
the issue to be decided. In this view, 
while Mr. Evarts’s Boston speech may or 
may not be silver, his Washington silence 
is undoubtedly golden. But it is also true 
that the people of New-York have some 
reason to complain of the sacrifice of 
their Senator on the altar of his own as- 
pirations to the Presidency. Mr. EVARTs’s 
predecessor sat still and voted straight 
without either attracting attention asa 
possible candidate for the Presidency or 
even securing his own re-election to the 
Senate. In fact, notwithstanding this un- 
obtrusive attention to his Senatorial 
duties, he was dropped with decision and 
unanimity when his time came. The 
Legislature and the public were weary of 
Senator Log, like the frogs in the fable. 
In order to carry on the apologue it is 
necessary to liken Mr, Evarts to Senator 
Stork, and the parallel holds so far 
that the people of New-York undoubtedly 
expected a more active, enterprising, and 
eloquent representative than the one for 
whom they had no further use. It is not 
by emulating Mr. Lapua, or the twenty- 
five or thirty inconspicuous Senators on 
either side of the chamber, that Mr. 
EvartTs is likely to endear himself to his 
constituents, or to concentrate upon him- 
self the attention of the country. It is 
not sufficient for him to be a Republican 
Senator, even after the ‘‘ straightest” 
sect, unless he is also a leader of the sect, 
It behooves him to be one of those master 
spirits who, in the language of the poet: 


** Kind o’ deacon off the toon they want our 
folks should sing.” 


It is evident that only by becoming a 
leader, instead of remaining a follower, 
of his party can a Senator hope to attract 
the general attention to his boom. The 
Presidential availability which consists in 
never having said anything that anybody 
remembers attends candidates who have 
other claims than a blank record—such 
as the demonstrated ability to carry a 
doubtful State. This claim Mr. Evarts 
cannot establish, since there is no election 
to the Governorship of his own State 
to be held between this and _ the 
Presidential election. Really, therefore, 
the best thing for his boom would 
be that he should let himself out 
intellectually, and show the people of his 
State that they were not mistaken when 
they sent him to Washington, expecting 
him to become a commanding figure in 
the body in which he succeeded a cipher. 
They would really like to know, before 
the Republican Convention of 1888 meets, 
what he thinks about several subjects, 
silver, for instance, and civil service re- 
form; and he has thus far done nothing 
toward gratifying this reasonable curi- 
osity. A culprit can refuse to answer 
questions,upon the ground that his answer 
would render him infamous, but a Senator 
can scarcely refuse to let his opinions be 
known lest they might render him ineligi- 
ble, 


THE ‘ATTITUDE OF GREECE. 


The position of Greece in the Balkan 
troubles is in general like that of Servia. 
Viewed broadly, the opposition of these 
countries to Bulgarian union is intensely 
selfish, since the cause of Eastern Rou- 
melia—that of freedom from the Turk- 
ish yoke—has been for generations their 
own cause, for which their patriots 
have fought on many fields. Greece 
may be called even more selfish than 
Servia, since the latter could regard 
a powerful Bulgaria on her flank as a con- 
stant peril, whereas Greece, several hun- 
dred miles distant, can have no such feel- 
ing. Greece, it is true, claims that asa 
hundred thousand Hellenes are among 
the Roumelian population she must be 
consulted as to their future; but inas- 
much as these Roumelian Greeks were to 
a manin favor of the revolution they will 
hardly thank King Groragz, the Dane, 
for his pan-Hellenic zeal to put them back 
under the dominion of the Porte. 

Still, when this primary fact is ad- 
mitted, there is much in the cause of 
Greece to enlist sympathy. The truth is 
that she has been put ina false position 
by opposing Roumelian independence. 
Turkey, not Bulgaria, is her natural op- 
ponent. In her heart she cannot wish the 
people of Philippopolis under Turkish 
sway. Her real contention is that she, 
like Servia, was disappointed by the little 
gain she took from the Berlin treaty, and 
that, having observed this agreement in 
good faith up to its present practical 
overthrow by Bulgaria, she is now again 
entitled, like Servia, to demand that ter- 
ritorial extension which the Berlin treaty 
denied. And there is something more 
than mere sentiment in the griev- 
ance of the Greeks. A Greek states- 
man has well said that if his coun- 
try had followed in 1821 advice like 
that which the powers are now press- 
ing on her, there would be no Hellenic 
Kingdom to-day. Panslavist enthusiasm 
and the nationalist cries of Bulgars and 
Serbs are held to be justification enough 
for rectifying boundaries; yet Greece pre- 
sents amore distinctly defined claim to 
consideration on ethnological grounds 
than any of the little countries north of 
her. Nor can it be doubted that sooner 
or later, whether a year or ten years or 
a generation hence, she will advance into 
Thessaly and Epirus. Just now her aim 
seems to be to reassert her old boundary 
claim up to the Salembria, east of the 
Pindus Mountains, and up to the Kalamas 
on the west, which she considers hers 
even under existing compacts. 

As to the practical question of the mil- 
itary power of Greece, single-handed she 
would be unable to cope with Turkey, 
while an alliance with Servia and Monte- 











negro would probably be counterbalanced 


by Prince ALEXANDER’s aiding the Sultan. 
The high-sounding but ineffective law of 
1867, declaring every Greek a soldier, has 
been succeeded by others, under which a 
peace effective of about 30,000 men, with 
64 guns, is secured. This in war can be 
promptly increased to 60,000 men and 120 
guns, On paper the possible force is still 
larger, amounting to 57,825 infantry, 
2,856 cavalry, 6,942 artillery, and 4,634 
engineers and pioneers; or, in all, 72,257. 
To these may be added about five thou- 
sand gendarmerie and some other admin- 
istrative troops, making an aggregate of 
fully 80,000, But this isa maximum es- 
timate, based on a calculation of all the 
arms-bearing citizens between 21 and 30 
years, including the reserves. Some of 
the reserves would be left in garrison, and 
altogether Greece could hardly put 50,000 
men of her active army and reserve in 
line of battle. There is a third force, the 
landwehr, or militia, comprising men up 
to 40 years, who have served in the active 
army and reserve. 

At utmost this army is small compared 
with the forces of the Turks, but Greece 
counts very greatly on revolts, involving 
a long and harassing guerrilla war in 
Albania and Lower Macedonia as soon as 
she crosses the frontier. Her navy, too, 
though less formidable than Turkey’s, and 
containing no first-class modern iron- 
clads—in fact only two ironclads of any 
kind—has some good unarmored cor- 
vettes and gunboats anda large number of 
torpedo vessels. 

For the moment, however, the fate of 
Greece seems to depend on the pressure 
which the greater powers are ready to 
exert. The attitude of the English Gov- 
ernment is just now very decided against 
Greek aspirations, but though this inter- 
vention may seem fatal it might not be 
an unmixed evil should it bring out Rus- 
sia once more as Greece’s champion, 








There are from day to day additional 
signs of a great desire on the part of the 
Bell Telephone Company and its allies to 
convince the public that all the questions 
affecting the ‘Bell patents can be answered 
and finally settled by a decision in the 
Dolbear case, now pending in the Supreme 
Court.

Is there 
anything in the pending Dolbear case 
that will allow the court to even recog- 
nize the existence of the: charge of 
fraud set up in the Gray and Wilbur 
affidavits ? Do not the admissions of de- 
fendants in the Dolbear case and: other 
cases prevent the consideration of the 
question of priority by the Supreme 
Court? It is characteristic of the Bell 
Company and its allies to suggest that the 
fate of the most dangerous charges ever 
brought against the Bell patents should 
be determined by a decision in a case 
where these charges cannot be heard and 
must be ignored. 








The remarkable decrease of arrests for 
crime, especially juvenile crime, in this city dur- 
ing the past twenty years has deservedly attract- 
ed attention. This happy result is dus without 
doubt to the organized efforts in our city which 
have been mace for thirty yearsand more in be- 
half ot destitute and street-wandering children. 
The Washington Post endeavors to disprove our 
recent statement in regard to criminal arrests in 
Washington and New-York—showing that the 
former were double in proportion to pop- 
ulation to thd latter—by the explana- 
tion that the total number of arrests 
in New-York does not include those for va- 
grancy, while those in Washington embrace 
that offense as well as others. This isan entire 
mistake. The total arrests in the New-York 
police courts for 1884 was 74,647, of which 6,275 
wore for vagrancy, 8,638 being arrests of males 
and 2,637 of females. But the New-York arrests 
include also many offenses which do not usually 
pass under the name of crimes: Thus 1,356 were 
for violatiou of the excise law, 108 for the sale 
of lottery tickets, 242 for cruelty to animals, 421 
for violation of sanitary code, 771 for violation 
of corporation ordinances, 696 for insanity, and 
1,440 on suspicion. Of the 74,647 persons arrest- 
ed, 22,802 were discharged.

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AMERICAN OPERA NEXT YEAR, 


ITS’ CONTINUANCE ASSURED, BUT 
NECESSARILY AT THE ACADEMY. 

The artistic and financial success of the 
American opera has encouraged the promoters 
of the enterprise to form a permanent organ- 
ization for carrying it on, and accordingly arti« 
cles of incorporation have been drawn up of the 
American Opera Company, Limited. The new 
company will have abundant capital, and among 
the signers of the articles of incorporation are 
the names of many prominent New-Yorkers and 
residents of other cities. The more prominent 
are Levi P. Morton, August Belmont, Andrew 
Carnegie, Parke Gedwin, Charles Crocker, 
George M. Pullman, and N. K. Fairbanks, of 
Chicago: Horace White, Henry Seiigman, Theo- 
Gore Thomas, John McGinnis, Jr., Mrs. F. B. 
Thurber, Mrs. August Belmont, Mrs. ©. P. 
Huntington, and Mrs. William T. Blodgett. The 
articles of incorporation have not yet been 
placed on record, as several important signa- 
tures are still to be secured, but they will be 
filed withina day ortwo. The capital is to be 
$250,000, divided into 50 shares of 45,000 each, 
C, E. Locke is to be the salaricd masiazger of the 
company.

PROPOSING TO MAKE THE DAY OF THE DIS 
COVERY OF AMERICA A HOLIDAY. 

The Rev. John Anketell, now officiating 
at St. Barnabas’s Church, has been all his lifea 
zealous student and admirer of Columbus, 
About the time of the publication of the 
Thanksgiving proclamations last Fall it oc- 
curred to him to write to the Governors of the 
various States seeking their opinion in regard to 
the celebration of Oct. 12, the day on which 
Columbus discovered America, as @& Mna- 
tional holiday, either as a separate holi« 
day or as a substitute for MThanksgiv-~ 
ing Day. The correspondence resulting from 
these ietters showed that 12 Governors were in 
favor of making the change, that 10 objected to 
the change, but favored the celebration of anx< 
other holiday. These latter were the Govern« 
ors of Rhode Island, New-York, Massachusetts, 
Ohio, Minnesota, New-Hampshire, Louisiana 
Oregon, Alabama, and Colorado. Gov. Abbe 
ot New-Jersey and Gov. Cameron of Virgin 
were non-committal, and Gov. Lloyd of Mary- 
land was opposed to the celebration of the day. 
Nine are yet to be heard from. President Cleve- 
land sent the following letter yesterday: 

“The President has received your letter, and while 
your suggestion is one that has been read with inter« 
est, he has no opinion toexpress on the subject.” 

Spain will celebrate Oct. 12, 1892, as the fourth 
centennial of the discovery of America. A 
prominent Spanish-American Consul from one 
of the South American republics proposes to 
unite the peoples of that continent in a common 
celebration of the day, and to render the holiday 
a hemispherical celebration. Mr. Anketeil has 
written to the Toronto Globe to get the Canadi- 
ans interested in the subject. Mr. Anketell be- 
lieves that every one except the Indians have 
cause to remember the day.

MUSICAL AND DRAMATIC, 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

The performance of “ Faust,” first of- 
“yet at the Metropolitan Opera House on 

ednesday of last week, was repeated there 
last evening in presence of a crowded audi- 
torium. The réle of Siebel was assigned to 
Friiulein Silach, but, with this exception, 
Gounod’s work was cast as on the occasion of 
lts earliest production this season. The repre- 
sentation yesterday moved with perfect smooth- 
and the best known numbers of 

the score were greeted with delighted 
plaudits. After the many hundred render- 
ings ot “ Faust” that metropolitan music lovers 
bave witnessed, it is scarcely to be expected 
that any new view of the opera wil] be submit- 
ted to their criticism. The two great concep- 
tions of Marguerite—Mme. Lucca’s and Mme, 
Nilsson’s—scarcely admit of any variation from 
the very different standards set by the two prima 
donnas for the benefit of their successors, and 
Faust, Mephisto, and Valentine, although 
the outlines of the personages are so drawn that 
there can be little departure from the recognized 
types. have had so many efficient representatives 
that nothing original is to be awaited in their 
line at this late day. Last evening’s perform- 
ance, however, was an excellent, it rather con- 
ventional, exposition of ** Faust.”” Froma vocal 
standpoint, Friulein Lehmann’s Marguerite left 
nothing to be wished for, while something of the 
naiveté and tenderness of the character was 
wanting in the = artist’s portrayal of 
the gentle and winsome heroine. Herr 
Stritt went cleverly through the meas- 
ures allotted to Faust, although his 
voice is too worn to endow such sensuous strains 
as abound in the garden scene with their fullest 
charm. Herr Fischer was a sonorous and jovial 
Mephisto, Herr Robinson an admirable Valen- 
tine, and Friiulein Slach a comely Siebel. 
The chorus was in good form, and the orchestra 
thoroughly efficient, if often hasty as to tem- 
pos and a little mechanical, for which shortcom- 
ings, of course, Herr Seidl must be held respon- 
Bible. This skilled conductor of Wagnerian music 
Rppears to have little taste for the lighter 
achievements of the Italian and French schools, 
and if the orchestra, in playing in the perform- 
ance under notice, never lacked precision or 
Vigor, it was frequently deficient in Nght and 
shade, as well as in those sympathetic variations 
of time that are not to be marked in set terms 
onascore. The scenic attire of ** Faust’ at the 
fetropolitan is very beautiful indeed, and the 

arden scene has never been carried on amid 
ovelier and more picturesque surroundings.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

The performance of ‘Lohengrin’ by 
the American Opera Company at the Academy 
of Music last evening was attended by an eudi- 

nce of fair size and no great tendency to de- 
monstrativeness. The performance of the opera 
has been described at considerable length in this 
place, and does not now require any extended 
comment. It is worth repeating, however, that 
in respect of spectacular display in the way of 
costumes and appointments the American Opera 
Company has outdone any preceding produc 
tion of this opera. Last evening Miss Emma 
Juch, who was disabled last week by the fall- 
ing of a calcium light tank, reappeared as 
Elsa. At her first entrance she was welcomed 
with applause, and the audience watched in- 
tently for any signs of weakness resulting from 
the accident. None were visible, however, and 
Miss Juch entered upon the business of her réle 
with great earnestness. She sang the music 
with much fervor of feeling and purity of 
tone. Her acting was always graceful, and 
gat times poetic. The performance in general 
was “commendable, though far from flaw- 
less. Mme. Hastreiter repeated her impassioned 
interpretation of Ortrud,and both sang and 
acted with fine vigor. Mr. Candidus sang the 
music of Lohengrin well, while Mr. Whitney’s 
strong voice was agaiu heard to advantage in 
the King. Mr. Stodaard acted with surpris- 
ing spirit in the second act, and sang correctly, if 
with a somewhat hard tone. Mr. O’Mahouey 
once more ably demonstrated his unfitness for 
the réle of the Herald. The chorus was irregu- 
lar in its work, and at times during the second 
fact wandered from the pitch in a way that was 
successfully equalled only by the trumpets on 
the stage. The pageantry of the opera moved 
with smoothness and brilliancy, and the impor- 
tant episodes of the work, such as tne arrival of 
Lohengrin and the grand climax of the second 
act, had their wonted effect in rousing the 
kudience to enthusiasm.

The florid face and snow-white locks and 
portly form of the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher 
attracted attention to the middle stage box on 
the right-hand side in the Academy of Music 
yesterday afternoon between the hours of 1 
o’clock and 5.

the great auditorium was by no means crowded

pecause ali the persons who took part in the en- 
yertainment gave their services without charge. 
The programme was very long and fullof va- 
riety.

Moreland, Mr. Weaver, Mrs. Yeamans, Miss Boni- 
face, and the others. Seon afterward Mr.

THE HUSBAND OF MRS. KLINK CAPTURED 
IN PHILADELPHIA. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 25.—Julius Klink, 
the husband of the notorious confidence woman 
Mary A. Hansen, who was arrested in Jersey 
City last week for defrauding several New-York 
men out of large amounts of money, has been 
arrested, in this city, charged with a conspiracy 
by which a number of persons have been 
swindled out of over $7,000. Klink came to 
this city in March last, and was soon after fol- 
lowed by his wife. The woman was introduced 
to Klink’s acquaintances, and the pair at once 
began to borrow money from all they could on 
various pretexts. The most successful of their 
schemes was one which represented that Mrs. 
Klink was an heiress to $500,000, which was locked 
up for a few months only in the Treasury vaults 
at Washington. She related with tears in her 
eyes the hardships she was compelled to undergo 
while waiting for the money. Her victims fell 
an easy prey. and at various times during the 
next six months she obtained about $7,000, one 
family being victimized to the extent of $2,800, 
another man for $1,200, another for $900, ana the 
others in amounts ranging from $100to $500. 
None of the victims suspected anything wrong 
until the publication of the details of Mrs. 
Klink’s arrest in Jersey City. The case was 
placed in the hands of officers, and Klink’s ar- 
rest followed. He was held in $6,000 bail for a 
further hearing, which will be given to-morrow 
or next day. 





MANY LIVES ENDANGERED. 
Boston, Jan. 25.—A railroad collision, 
which narrowly escaped involving a hundred and 
more lives, occurred this forenoon on the bridge 


across the Charles River at the entrance to the 
Boston and .Lowell Station. A loaced train 
from Lowell was appvroachirg the station, run- 
ning at a rate of about eight miles an 
bour, and the storm and smoke hid 
from the eyes of the engineer an en- 
gine and an empty train approaching 
on the same track. One hundred feet from the 
draw of the bridge the engine of the unloaded 


train ran off on a side track, but before 
the cars could follow the engine ot the 
incoming train crashed into them, tearing out 
their sides and pushing one of the cars be- 
fore it half way across the draw. Fortu- 
nately the engine and the passenger cars fol- 
lowing it kept the track and did 
not plunge into the river. The crash and the 
sudden stopping caused a momentary panic 
among the passengers. They were thrown from 


their seats by the shock, and women 
fainted and were hurriedly carried to the 
door. A second shock came, but the passengers, 
seeing that the train had not falien into the water, 
were reassured. The men belped the women from 
the careening cars and led them across the draw 
to the station. The engineers and firemen had 
jumped when they eaw that a collision was im- 


ending, and escaped uninjured, The only man 
urt was a switch tender, who was struck by 
falling splinters about the head and shoulders, 


A BREAK AMONG CUKE OPERATORS. 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Jan. 25.—IEverything 
is quiet in the coke region to-day. The strike 
has settled down into an orderly con- 


test between capital and labor. The first 


break among the operators was report- 
ea to-day. W. J. Moore, the independent 
coke producer, granted his men the advance de- 
manded, and work will resume to-morrow 
morning. Max Schamberg, the Avustro-Hun- 
garian Consul, arrived at Mount Pleasant 
to-day, and was met at the station by 1,000 


strikers. He made an address, promising to 
fully investigate their grievances. In a 


letter to H. C. Frick, one of the largest operators, 
Mr. Schamberg made a proposition that Mr. 
Frick pay the advance after Feb. 15, or submit 
the question to arbitration. Mr. Frick rejected 
the proposition, but promised to advance wages 
if the coke business continued to improve.

DR. HAMMOND QUESTIONS THE VALUE OF 
PASTRUR’S DISCOVERIES. 

Dr. William A. Hammond discussed 
““Hydrophobia and Its Prevention” at a fully 
attended meeting of the Clinical Society of the 
New-York Postgraduate Medical School, at 
No, 226 East Twentieth-street, last evening. 
Dr. D. B. St. John Roosa presided, and 
in introducing Dr. Hammond he declared 
that the medical profession is always 
listened to with deference, and that its sugges- 
tions, if offered with unanimity, are usually 
adopted. But in regard to hydrophobia the 
profession is all at sea. Data relating thereto is 
60 difficult to obtain, and when obtained is of 80 
conflicting a nature, that the protession has 
never made up its mind as tothe cause and 
proper treatment of the disease. When it does 
make up its mind the community will benefit by 
its decision. 

Dr. Hammond said that while it is very true 
that the most of the profession is at sea in re- 
gard to hydrophobia, yet the neurological por- 
tion of it is not. Those physicians who have de- 
voted their time toa study of nervous diseases 
know that there is such a disease as hydropho- 
bia, and thatit is incurable. He did not mean 
to say that it is not preventable, for he believed 
that it was, but once it had developed itself, 
then nothing could save the patient. Concern- 
ing methods of prevention, Dr. Hammond stated 
that many cases of persons bitten by dogs, 
supposed to be mad, bad passed unaer his obser- 
vation and treatment, and that the course he had 
followed in each was first to take steps to ascer- 
tain whether or not the animal inflicting the 
wound was really suffering from hydrophobia. 
Pending the discovery he excised or cauterized 
the bitten part. first having applied the cupping 

lass or caused the patient or some one for 

im to apply his lips to the. wound 
and suck out the poison. This latter 
proceeding, he claimed, was attended by 
little orno danger to the one undertaking it, 
provided there was no abrasion of the skin of 
the mouth or throat. The virus, he contended, 
could not be absorbed into the system through 
the mucous membrane. He also applied liga- 
tures where possible, and when all these pre- 
cautions had been taken within a reasonable 
time atter the patient had been bitten hydro- 
phobia had never developed itself. The only 
way in which the disease could be communi- 
cated to a human being, Dr. Hammond claimed, 
was through the saliva. lt cannot, be thought, 
be transmitted through the blood, and for that 
reason be was inclined to doubt the efficacy of 
Dr. Pasteur’s newly discovered method of in- 
ovulation. However, he was not Epa ny nes to 
state definitely that the blood would not trans- 
mit the disease. *“*My position,’”’ said he, ‘is 
that of an agnostic. 1 will neither positively 
affirm nor deny the value of Dr. Pasteur‘s the- 
ory. I do not know whether it be correct or 
worthless.” 
Dr. Hammond adduced the record of 534 report- 
ed cases of hydrophobia, showing that in 353 of 
them the lapse of time between the bite and the 
development of the disease was less than three 
months, and in only 30 of them more than six 
months. From these figures he argued that the 
stories of persons having been attacked by hy- 
drophobia years after having been bitten were 
entirely mythical. He did not believe that 
there was a well authenticated instance on 
record of a patient dying from _ the bite 
of amad doga year atter having been bitten. 
Concerning the Newark chiidren, he contended 
that there is absolutely no proof that the dog 
which injured them was suffering from rabies at , 
thetime. Healso declared that not more than 
one-third of the pi ne bre bitten by mad dogs 
thereby contracted bydrophobia, and he strong- 
ly condemned the senseless scare which took 
possession of the community a month orso since 
over the disease. 
Dr. C. L. Dana took issue with Dr. Hammond 
in regard to Pasteur’s experiments, and referred 
to the report of the committee of the French 
Academy indorsing that scientist. 
Other ot the gentlemen participating in the 
ensuing discussion were Prof. A. H, Smith, Drs. 
Thomas E. Satterthwaite and F. R. Sturgis and 
Dr. Roosa, allof whom spoke of the rarity of 
hydrophobia and the great harm which has been 
wrought in the community by the outcry re- 
cently raised over the disease. Dr. Hammond 
concluded the discussion.

There was not a vacant chair in the hall 
of the Young Men's Christian Association, which 
has a seating capacity of 1,250, when President 
Hoppin rose to open the thirty-third anniversa- 
ry meeting last evening. Present on the plat- 
form were Assistant Bishop Potter, ex-Mayor 
Seth Low, William E. Dodge, Judge Van Vorst, 
ex-Judge Arnoux, Alexander M. Agnew, K. Van 
Rensselaer, Bishop Huntington, Dr. C. H. Park- 
hurst, Cepbas Brainerd, Dr. C. C. Tiffany, Con- 
stant A. Andrews, Prof. Norman Fox, Dr. 
Chapin, C. D. Kellogg, and Leighton Williams. 
In intervals between reports and addresses the 
chorus and new string band of the association 
rendered hymns in a spirited manner.

Manitoba is quite enthusiastic over the 
report of the engineers who have just gone over 
the proposed route of a railway from Lake

HIPPOLYTE CHARAMAULE. 

The cable brings advices of the death, 
at Paris, of Hippolyte Mellon Victor Chara- 
maule, a famous French lawyer and 
publicist. He was born at Mezé April 
23, 1794, and studied Jaw. and became 
in his time one of the most celebrated law- 
yers in France. In 183t he was sent 
to the Chamber of Deputies by the constituency 
of Montpellier, and attached himself to the 
division of the Extreme Left. He was also 
elegted the same year to represent the College 
of Lodeve, and in 1839 was re-elected. e 
took no active part in the elections of 1842. 
beyond protesting against the system sus- 
tained by the uizot; Ministry and as- 
sisting later in the reform campaign. 
During the Februar revolution he was 
President of the xecutive Commission 
instituted at Montpellier, and which proclaimed 
the republic. For a time he filled the func- 
tions of Commissioner of the Provisional 
Government, but he aroused the wrath 
of the Democratic Party, and was replaced by 
Mr. Brives March 21. One month later, 
by the suffrages of 50,000 electors, he 
was again returned to the Chamber, 
ranking third among the 10 chosen. trom 
Hérault. During his stay in the Chamber he 
was made a member of the Legislative 
Committee. He was a frequent speaker from 
the tribune, and connected his name with 
man measures which tended to confirm 
the liberty of the press. He voted gener- 
ally with the Left, and accepted the Constitu- 
tion in its entirety. After the election 
of the 10th of December on the question of sup- 
pressing certain journals he sided with the 
Elysée politicians. He was re-elected 
for the third time to the Legisla- 
tive Assembly, attaching himself to , phe 
so-called party of order. After the coup d’état 
of the 2d of December, against which he made a 
formal protest, M. Charamaule renouncgs his 
political career. He was, nevertheless, a Candi- 
date for one of the life Senatorships at the elec- 
tion of May 27, 1879.

JEAN JACQUES DE TSCHUDI. 
The noted Swiss naturalist and traveler, 
Jean Jacques de Tschudi, whose death at Berne, 
Switzerland, is announced by cable, was born at 
Glaris July 25, 1818. He was descended from an 
old Swiss family and numbered among his an- 
cestors several famous soldiers and statesmen. 
After studying natural sciences and medicine at 
Neufchatel, Leyden, and Paris he sailed in 1838 
upon a French vessel on a trip around the 
world. During the voyage, the ~_——— having 
sold his vessel to the Peruvian Government, 
M. de Tschudi remained five years in Peru, 
employing his time in exploring the country, 
and did not return to Europe until 1843. Imme- 
diately upon his return he retired to an estate in 
Austria and began work upon several of his 
noted books. He went to Brazil in 1857, and for 
two years occupied himself in explorations 
throughout thgt empire and the adjoining 
States. In 1860 he was appointed to the position 
of Swiss Envoy to Brazil, and during his so- 
journ in that country continued his explora- 
tions. In September, 1868, he was appointed 
Minister to the Court at Vienna. Among bis 
more celebrated works are “ Researches Among 
the Peruvian Fauna,” “Sketches of Peruvian 
Travel,” ‘*The Antiquities of Peru,” “ Travels 
in South America,” and a ‘Manual! for the Use 
of Hunters.”

FOR CRIMINAL LIBEL, 


A GERMAN EDITOR ARRESTED IN ROCHES- 
TER AND PAROLED. 

RocuHeEstTeR, N. Y., Jan. 25.—Edward H. 
Maks, editor of the Rochester Volksbiatt, the 
principal German paper of this city, was ar- 
rested to-day on a warrant sworn out by Lawyer 
Jacob Spabn, charging him with criminal 
libel. Spahno’s affidavit contains numerous 
translations of extracts which have from 
time to time appeared in the Volksblatt, 
which he claims have damaged him in his busi- 
ness. One of them charges him with knowing 
where the missing diamonds of Theodore Van 
Trampe, a jeweler, who was his client, and who 
recently committed suicide, are hidden. Others 
refer to him in terms that, to say the least, are 
not complimentary, Editor Makk appeared be- 
fore Judge Keeler in the Police Court, and was 
paroled on his own recognizance to appear on 
the date of examination, which is not yet fixed. 

The trouble has grown out of circumstances 
in the recent suit of Mathilde Kerns against 
Makk for divorce. The case brought the editor 
into considerable notoriety. He has lived in 
this city with his wife and family for years, 
and moved high§in German social circles. 
Mrs. Kerns came to this city from Austria, 
claimed that Makk’s right name was Kerns 
and that sne was his divorced wife, at the 
same time suing for a divorce’ which 
was granted. Jacob Spahn was her attorney. 
The case attracted much attention at the time, 
and most of the city. daily papers were sued by 
her for libel on the strength of the articles on 
the subject. Thesuits were all settled and not 
brought into court, Makk was President last 
year of the Rochester Newspaper Guild, 
and he is popular among the city journalists. 
Mr. Spahn stated after the warrant had been 
issued that the repeated attacks upon him in 
the Valksblatt had become very annoying. He 
said that he did not mind it at first. but the per- 
sistency with which the abuse was kept up had 
exhausted bis patience and his good-nature. The 
article relative to the Trampe diamonds had 
especially annoyed him. “Ido not know,” said 
he, “and haven’t known, anything about the 


Trampe diamonds, I never knew he had any 
diamonds.” 





SICILTAN CORAL FISHERES. 
From the London Times. 


We learn from a consular report dealing 
with Sicily in the year 1884 that coral fishing was 


completely forbidden on the Sicilian coast on 
account of the outbreak of cholera in Septem- 


ber of last year. The cause of the prohibition 
was the impossibility of prewenting the boats 
engaged init from breaking through the guar- 
antine. The great rendezvous are the coral 
banks at Sciacca on the east coast, where 
fully 100 boats, with crews amounting 


to 1,000 men, are usually engaged during 
the Summer. It is estimated that about 


36,000 pounds of coral are annually obtained in 
the Sicilian waters, of the vaiue of about £240,- 
ooo. The est coral is said to be ound off 
Sciacca; the coral reef in the Straits of Messina, 
whioh had formerly a high reputation, is said to 
be exhausted. The majority of the buats en- 
gazed in the fishing come from the neighbor- 


ood of Naples, especially from Torre del Greco, 
where there is a considerable industry in work- 
ing up the coral. Itis a singular fact that there 
is no industry of the kind on the Sicilian east 
coast, where the coral is found in such abund- 
ance. 


GAMBETTA’S NEGLECTED GRAVE. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 


Nearly three years have elapsed since 


Gambetta’s remains were consigned to the grave 
at Nice, but nothing has as yet been done to 
give even decent appearance to the last resting 
place of the deceased patriot. An old friend of 


the departed statesman, who visited the ceme- 
tery on the anniversary of his death, 


in order to strew flowers on his tomb, 
gives a melancholy account of the state 
of neglect into which it has been allowed 
to fall. He says: *““Itis only a temporary scaf- 
folding, a pyramid of wood covered with wreaths 
and offerings. The barrier which surrounds it 
is half rotten. We is abandoned, forgotten 
already. Itis high time that the wood were re- 
placed by marble, If this be not done within 
two or three years the man who did not despair 
of his country will sleep his last sleep beneath a 


heap of decayed planks. Better the grass of the 
poorest cemetery !” 








A NEW ISLAND FOUND. 
From the London Times, 


The American steamer Janet Nicoll re- 
ports that on her late voyage from Apia, in 


Samoa, to San Francisco she was surprised at 
finding an island where one had not been pre- 
viously seen, quite near the ordinary track of 
steamers. The Janet Nicoll was able to come 
within a mile and a half, and found over 100 
fathoms, but reefs prevented a nearer approach. 
The island was about 250 feet high, and there 
was Diainly a crater at the top; but the report 
does not say whether it was active or not. As 


well as could be ascertained the position of the 
island is 20° 28 south latitude, and 1752 21’ 
west longitude. It lies within the Tonga 
group, but the islanders of that group do not 
seem to have felt any indications of a sub- 
marine eruption.

SHALER'S TRIAL BEGINS 


MONMOUTH B. WILSON’S ‘TESTI- 
MONY AGAINST HIM. 
& JURY QUICKLY OBTAINED TO HEAR THE 
EVIDENCE IN THE CHARGE‘ OF DE- 
FRAUDING THE CITY. 


Major-Gen. Alexander Shaler, command- 
meg the First Division of the National Guard of 
the State of New-York, and President of the 
Board of-Health, was a prisoner at the bar of 
the Court of Oyer and Terminer, Judge George 
C. warrett presiding, yesterday. His trial for 
conspiring to defraud the city while acting as a 
member of the Armory Board was begun before 
a jury of 12 citizens, who were secured from a 
panel, about 35 of whom were examined be- 
fore the following were selected to pass®upon 
the merits of the indictment presented by the 
Grand Jury: 

C. Smith Lee, Trustee of the estate of Morgan Smith:

Gen. Shaler, tall, gaunt, and immobile, sat 
beside his counsel, Col. George Bliss, ex-United 
States District Attorney Elihu Root, and Will- 
jam F. Howe. Hisscalplock of dark hair, just 
tinged with gray, bristled a trifle more than 
usual, standing erect as a cock’s-comb. With 
the General was his brown-bearded and correct- 


ly dressed private secretary and son-in-iaw, 
William G. Shailer. Wrapped in a long ulster 
of a dirty brown color, Counselor Edward 
Mitchell, Chairman of the Republican County 
Committee, came in during the examination of 
the jury panel and chatted with the General and 
bis counsel, Later in the proceedings ex-Mayor 
Franklin Edson and Judge Henry A. Gilder- 
sleeve, who is Inspector-General on Gen. Sha- 
ler’s staff, joined the party. : 

District Attorney Randolph B. Martine’s port- 
jy form was the most imposing figure of the 
prosecuting officers. Col. John R. Fellows, 
smooth-faced and smiling, had thrown aside his 
heavy fur-trimmed overcoat to take a seat at 
his chief’s left, and at his right sat _the nattily 
dressed society leader De Lancey Nicoll, while 
about the trio, nervous, heavily mustached 
Ambrose H. Purdy fluttered, offering and 
teking advice while the examination of can- 
didates for the jury box went on. To him and 
to Mr. Howe, of the counsel for the defense, 
Was uliotted the examination of jurors called, 
but no selection was made until after the entire 
brood of lawyers had chatted together like a 
colony of sparrows casting about fora Dlace in 
which to establish themselves. The peremptory 
challenges were few—not a dozen in all—and par- 
ticular care was exercised to choose no juryman 
who was connected with the National Guard, 
and none who owned a tenement house or had 
badany dealings with the Health Board were 
permitted to sitin the jury box. One man was 
rejected because he didn’t read the newspapers; 
another because he had read them sufliciently to 
form a strong impression regarding the guilt of 
Gen. Shaier. James H. Young, of No. 548 East 
One Hundred and Forty-third-street, was re- 
jected because he got confused while trying to 
teil the number of the house in which he lived, 
aud Philip Scleyer, a manufacturer of ladies’ 
clothing, was peremptorily chailenged because 
be was accepted by the defense without any 
questioning. Another wasexcused by the de- 
fense because his mind was ‘a blank as to the 
facts in the case.” The panel was such an exce!- 
Jent one as a whole that material satisfactory to 
both the State andthe defense was secured at 
the morning session before an adjournment was 
hed for lunch. When the 12 men had 
taken their seats in the jury box it 
was found to be a body of men of 
intelligent appearance. The foreman of the 
body is C. Smith Lee, ex-Commodore of the Sea- 
Wwanbaka Ciub and owner of the cutter Oriva. 
The last one chosen, Henry Cohen, was foreman 
of the jury which on Thursday found George W. 
Evans guilty of mansiaughter in the first degree 
for the killing of the colored man who was to 
succeed him as janitor of the Collegian fiats. 
Nearly all of their associates had previously done 
jury duty. Notwithstanding this fact, Judge 
Barrett deemed it necessary to caution them to 
exercise particular care about talking among 
themselves, to other persons, or listening to 
otner people who might be talking about 
the case, and to avoiid reading the newspaper 
comments on it, because of the peculiar situa- 
tion of the accused, who still occupies a position 
ai the head of one of the important city depart- 
ments. Incidentally the Judge expressed him- 
self as particularily well satisfied with tbe per- 
sonality of the jury and confident that they 
would do their duty. 

District Attorney Martine opened the case 
briefly and concisely, after Col. Bliss had inter- 
posed several objections to the method of his 
ppening. Mr. Martine had started out to tell the 

ury that Gen. Snaler, an intimate friend of 

Joumouth B. Wilson, had conspired with him 
to deiraud tbe city by excessive payments for 
lands purchased for various armories Ww Giffer- 
ent parts of the city. Col. Bliss held that in his 
opening he must confine himself to the particu- 
lar charge of the indictment, which, as Mr. Root 
pointed out, was defrauding the city out of 
$2,000, with Wilson’s help, by the payment of an 
excessive price for the jand between Madison 
end Fourth avenues and Ninety-third and 
Ninety-fourth streets, to be used as an armory 
site for the new Eighth Regiment Armory. 
Col. Bliss heid that tne District Attorney had 
no right to tell the jury about purchases 
of other properties, even it it could be proved 
that Gen. Shaler had been a corrupt beneficiary 
by means of such purchases. The District At- 
torney held that the purcuases of sites for the 
Twelfth and I'wenty-second Regiment Armories 
were also a part of the general scheme entered 
into in order to swindle the city. Then Mr. Purdy 
took a hand in the discussion and reargued at 
length the point made by his chief. Judge Bar- 
rett sustained the objection of Col. Bliss, wno 
smiled when he ruled that Mr. Martine must 
contine bimself in his opening to a statement of 
the tacts relating to the charge on which the in- 
dictment was based. ** The only evidence that 
may be offered,” were the Judge’s words, ** is 
such as Will go to prove a general corrupt com- 
bination in support of this specitic allegation.” 

Tois decision seemed somewhat to discomfit 
the prosecution, who,after consultation,obtained 
permission fora reargument as to the admissibil- 
ity of evidence as to other transactions of Wil- 
sonand Gen. Shaler, when the proper pointin 
the examination in chief should be reached. 
‘hen District Attorney Martine said the State 
wouid undertake to prove that Wilson entered 
inte a combination with Gen. Shaler by which, 
through the services of friends of Mr. Wilson, 
three persons named Fairchild, Duff, and Yoran, 
the two conspirators purchased the property for 
the Eigbth Kegiment Armory from Pelham St. 
George Bissell and Florence Bissell for $315,000 
and resold it to the city for $350,000. The differ- 
ence between the original purchase price 
and that for which the land was sold 
was divided between the conspirators, the 
State would prove, a3 it would aiso prove the 
fact that the whole transaction was done with 
Gen. Shaler’s knowledge and consent. It would 
also prove that with the proceeds of the fraudu- 
lent transactions in which Gen. Shaler had par- 
ticipated he had been able to pay off a mortgage 
tor $15,000 on property in New-Jersey held by 
the Hackensack Savings Bank. The testimony 
to prove all this was none the less to be believed 
because it was unwillingly given by a partner of 
the accused, who had stood by his associate un- 
tilhe was atthe verge of the prison door, and 
was only elicited from him when the prison 
doors were about to close on him. ‘** While I re- 
gret, gentiemen,” he saidin closing, “thatso 
distinguished a man should be brought to the 
bar, yet the ends of justice demand it, and I 
leave it to you tosee that justice is satistied.” 

Monmouth 8B. Wilson, with bis gray hair and 
beard grayer than they were a year ago when he 
commanded the Insurance Patrol, was the first 
witness for the State. He was extremely nerv- 
ous,and kept snapping tbe thumb and fore- 
finger of hisright hand while testifying, until 
Coil. Fellows requested him to desist from ** that 
peculiar accompaniment which effectually pre- 
vents us from hearing what yousay.” Then 
be stopped the snapping and used his hand asa 
bead rest, supporting the whole by placing his 
elbow on Judge Barrett’s desk. -Gen. Shaler 
nervously fingered the silver ornament on the 
top of his umbrella bandle, listened with strained 
atiention, and occasionaily glanced furtively 
at Wilson. Their eyes didn’t meet during what 
wasan ordeal for each, tor Wilson's testimony 
had to be elicited from bim by persistent pump- 
ing onthe partof Assistant District Attorney 
Purdy, who made his questions very leading, 
with the court's permission, because Wilson was 
such an unwilling witness. 

“ T gm in the insurance business now,” said Mr. 
Wilson, ‘*and have known Gen. Shaler inti- 
mately for 18 years.”” Gradually he acknowl- 
edged that he had bad a number of conversa- 
tious with Gen. Shaler about the purchase of 
the Bissell property as a site for the Eighth 
Regiment Armory during May, 1884. During 
those conversations it was stated that a number 
of armory sites were wanted by the city, and 
that there was money in directing the purchases, 
through the General’s influence in the Armory 
Board, to certain pieces of property. The Gen- 
eral fellinto the pian, and was informed tbat 
the witness hada friend named Fairchild who 
would secure the purchase of the proposed 
Livinth Regiment Armory site through friends 
tor $315,000. This was done, and then, on Gen. 
haier’s recommendation, the Armory Board 
purchased it of Fairchild for $350,000. There 
wx3 some trouble about getting the money to 
pv for the land, as the city couldn't dispose of 
the armory bonds at the first attempt et par. 
It tid so later. Fairchild's agent received an ex- 
weusion of the agreement tosell from the Bis- 





sells, and the sale was finally effected. Witness 
divided the surplus money, and with Gen, 
Shaler’s share paid off certain mortgages on the 
Generai’s New-Jersey property. 

Allof tbis story was told with apparent un- 
willingness and reluctance, and in order to prove 
this Mr. Purdy asked: . 

“Did you agree to testify to these facts in 
order to save yourself from punishmeut for 
contempt before the Gibbs committee ?”” 

* Yes, Sir, on the advice of my counsel, Charles 
A. Hess and Joseph H, Choate.” 

“Do you recall being before the Gibbs com- 
mittee?” : 

*] should savI did.” This with a peculiar 
emphasis and a sorrowful shake of the head. 

** My share of the protits from the sale ot the 
Bissell “oy was $14,000 or $15,000,” he re- 
sumed. Then he told how he had paid off the 
Genefal’s mortgages on his Ridgefield (N. J.)

lawyer there,and had them properly certified 
by a lawyer in this city named Mills, who was a 
Commissioner for New-Jersey, amd had then 
given the satisfaction pieces to Gen. Shaler. 
Some time after, when the Gibbs committee 
had begun its investigation into the transac- 
tions of the Armory Board, he met the General 
and told him he wanted those satisfaction pieces 
in order to protect himself, and that they must 
be put away.”

SHARP TO BE EXAMINED. 
a os 
JUDGE VAN BRUNT HOLDS THAT IT IS 

NECESSARY IN THE FROTHINGHAM CASE. 

The order obtained by Charles F. Froth- 
ingham and George C. Thomas, stockholders of 
the Seventh-Avenue Railroad Company, for the 
examination of Jacob Sharp and others, Trust- 
ees of that corporation and of the Broadway 
Surface Railroad Company, has been sustained 
by Judge Van Brunt, in Supreme Court, Cham- 
bers. At the request of counsel for Sharp and 
his associates, who do not want to tell what has 
become of $2,000,000 of mortgage bonds of the 
Broadway Surface Company and $500,000 of 
bonds of the Seventh-Avenue Compary, issued 
to build the Broadway Road, though it only cost 
$100,000, the examination was deferred until to- 
morrow. Inthe meantime, the counsel will de- 
termine whether they will appeal from the 
order, and ask for a stay of proceedings pending 
the appeal. 

In his opinion, Judge Van Brunt examined all 
the objections to the order, and the affidavit on 
which it was based. “ The affidavit, if true,’’ he 
said, ** discloses a state of tacts resulting in a 
wrong which should be redressed, and an exam- 
ination in such a case cannot be a mere fishing 
excursion, but is both material and necessary. 
Tbe nature of the action is ciearly foreshadowed 
in the affidavit, in that it seeks to charge the de- 
fendants and each and every one of them with 
a misappropriation of some portion of the 
$2,500,000 of bonds issued by the Broadway 
Company, or the proceeds thereof. The allegza- 
tions in the affidavit allege participation in these 
various acts by the Directors of both the Sev- 
enth-Avenue and Broadway Companies, and if 
such is the fact, it is apparent that a request to 
them to bring theaction would bave been of no 
avail. The most serious objection to the main- 
tenance of the order rests upon the denial of the 
right of the plaintiff or any one else to main- 
tain an action of the nature set forth in the 
affidavit. 

“This affidavit alleges a mortgage of the 
Seventh-Avenue Company’s property for the 
building and equipping of the Broadway Road, 
a transter of stock of the Broadway Company 
to the President of the Seventh-Avenue Com- 
pany and bis successors in trust for said com- 
pany, and a mortgage of the entire property of 
the Broadway Company for $2,500,000 for no 
ostensible or known purpose. These facts make 
this relation between the parties—it makes 
the President of the Seventh-Avenue Rail- 
road Company a Trustee holding the stock 
of the Broadway Company in trust 
for the Seventh- Avenue Company, of 
which latter company the plaintiffs are stock- 
holders. The President of the Seventh-Avenue 
Company is a Trustee, therefore, of the plaint- 
iffs and other stockholders of the Seventh-Ave- 
nue Company. It the two-million-five-hundred- 
thousand-dollar mortgage bas been issued, the 
bonds sold, and the proceeds unaccounted for to 
the Broadway Company, this is a wrong done to 
the stockholders of said company, of which the 
piaintift is Trustee. The objection that the 
Seventh-Avenue Company cannot hold lawfully 
stock of the Broadway Company is not well 
taken, and I cannot see the force of the objec- 
tion that thisaction is not brought in good 
faith. If the acts and conduct of the defendants 
have been legal and in good faith I cannot im- 
azine how they can be forced to do anything 
detrimental to their own interests. The motion 
must, therefore, be denied, with $10 costs to 
abide the event.”’ 





PAINTERS AND DECORATORS. 

The Painters and Decorators’ Associa- 
tion, which met at Cooper Institute yesterday 
afternoon, has 68 members, and was organized 
two years ago to protest against the action of 
the wall paper manufacturers, who, not content 
with the wholesale trade, had opened retail 


stores, to the detriment of the dealers patroniz- 
ing them, and who, further, hired irresponsible 
workmen and so-called decorators to the injury 
of industrious artists. It was reported yester- 
day that through the efforts of the organization 
agreat change forthe better had taken place, 
that the manufacturers had not increased their 
retail departments and paint shops, and that one 
of the largest manufacturers had abandoned 
these departments altogether. Resolutions were 
passed calling on other manufacturers to recog- 
nize the justice of hisexample. It was further 
resolved to call for summary dealings with the 
adulteration of paints, particularly in regard to 
the great traffic in what is known as mixed 
paints, the sellers of which do not state whether 
it ismade of genuine or spurious materials. It 
was resolved to petition for a law, such as that 
in respect to oleomargarine and butter, com- 
pelling those engaged in putting up such stuff 
to have astatement of the ingredients on the 
cans. Resolutions were also adopted concerning 
the regulation of wages and the establishment 
of a system of apprenticeship. These will not be 
made public before the next meeting of the as- 
sociation on Monday next. 


PRISON LIFE FOR THE NEXT CHAPTER. 

John F, Butler was arrested yesterday 
in Paterson on a requisition from the Governor 
of Michigan, charged with horse stealing in 
Cass County,in that State. Some time ago he 
shot himself ‘on an Erie train near Paterson. He 


was then suspected to have been the burglar 
said to have been shot while robbing a house in 
Paterson, but satisfied the police that he was 
not tbe man. In his pocket when arrested yes- 
terday was found a badly written diary and 
wutobiography. From this it appeared that 
when a boy in Ireland he came near being shot 
several times by the Yeoman Cavalry for warn- 
ing Lord Leitrim’s tenants of intended evictions. 
He acted in this capacity for several years, and 
then came to New-York. For two yearszhe was 
a newsboy in New-York, and for a year and a 
half was a district telegraph messenger, in which 
occupation be says a man or boy can learn more 
wickedness than most people ever dreamed of. 
He acquired his full share of that sort of knowl- 
edge, and in many cases narrowly escaped arrest 
by the police while delivering messages to 
thieves’ dens. As he grew older he drifted out 
West, where he was in numerous scrapes, 
culminating in horse stealing. It is expectea 
that the next chapter in his book will be written 
in State prison. Heis amerry, careless fellow, 
who, with better training and opportunities, 
might have made a creditable citizen. 








LEGAL STATUS OF BEANS. 

A jury in the United States Circuit 
Court, yesterday, decided that a bean was a seed 
and nota vegetable. The question came up on 
a question of duties imposed by the Collector of 
the Port. Duties were charged under the classi- 
fication of vegetables; a lower rate is charged 
forseeds. Henry E. fremain contended that the 
bean was a seed, and offered in evidence gar- 
deners’ lists in which beans and peas were classi- 
fied by themselves as seeds. Assistant United 
States District Attorney Platt offered a bill of 
fare of Nash & Crook, wherein baked beans 
figured. After rendering the verdict the jury ad- 
iene to a neighboring restaurant, noted for 
ts beans. and proceeded to test their verdict.

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MR. LIVINGSTONE RESIGNS. 


A SEARCHER FOR THE DOCK DEPARTMENT 
ACCUSED OF SELLING OUT, 


William Livingstone, searcher of water 
grantsin the Department of Docks since 1876, 
has been allowed to resign under something of a 
cloud, The documents in regard to the case, as 
they appear in the department files, consist of 
four papers. Under date of Jan. 16 President 
Koch addressed to Mr. Livingstone a notice that 
it was proposed to remove him for cause, and 
that if he had any explanation or defense he 
might submit it within three days. The charges 
against him amounted practically to collusion 
with the law firm of Robinson, Bright & Scribner, 
in the defense of a suit that the city had 
brought against the estate of George Law and 
John Roach to settle the ownersbip of the 
waterfront at the foot of East Tenth-street, on 
which the Greenpoint Ferry and the Morgan 
Iron Works have been paying taxes for many 
years. President Koch’s note recites that Mr. 
Livingstone entered into an agreement with the 
law firm, whereby Livingstone had received $200 
from the firm for certain information from the 
department tothe detriment and injury of the 
department and of the Corporation of the city, 
and that he bad arranged for a three-hundred- 
dollar additional fee to be paid to him if the city 
were beaten in the suit. 

The second document is Mr. Livingstone’s re- 
ply, dated Jau. 18, in which he cenies flatly hav- 
ing furnished such information as that desig- 
nated. All he did, he said, was to compile the 
statutes bearing on water-front titles, thus 
merely saving the law firm the trouble of mak- 
ing that compilation. Hesaid he furnished no 
record, book, or paper from the department, and 
that his compilation had been made outside of 
the hours of official duty in time that he believed 
to be his own. Mr. Livingstone in j,this reply 
tendered his resignation to the department, as 
he aid also in a separate paper. Commissioners 
Koch and Matthews took the matter into formal 
consideration and reported upon it, saying: 

“The letter of explanation dated Jan. 18, 1886, does 
not inany way meet, answer, or explain the charges 
preferred against Mr. Livingstone. If he rested solely 
upon this explanation, your committee is of opinion 
that the board would feel constrained to remove him 
from his position of searcher of water grants upon 
the charges preferred against him. However, as bis 
letter containsa resignation, * * * togetherwith a 
eeparate letter of resignation, we believe there is no 
alternative but to permit him to resign his position, to 
take effect on Jan. 18, 1886.” 

An order was issued, based on this report, 
striking Livingstone’s name from the depart- 
mentroli. Livingstone was one of the most 
familiar figures at the department. He had 
grown old as a searcher, and was favorably 
known to all who had frequent recourse to the 
department. His fellow-clerks were surprised 
that anything that called his fidelity in question 
should be charged against him. President Koch 
looked upon him as one of the best men in the 
department. 

*T can’t tell you how my suspicions were 
roused,” said President Koch yesterday, ‘but I 
bad heard among other things that the Jaw firm 
had written to one of the Executors of the Law 
estate that an employe of this department had 
certain valuable information with which he 
would part. Then Il heardabout the fee demand- 
ed and other matters, and I sent for Mr. Living- 
stone. He was dumfounded by what I recited to 

him, and while admitting its truth, asked for 
time in which to make an explanation. He 
telt quite badly over the exposure and asked 
me if he couldn’t atone for the offense by a 
fine or a reduction of salary. 1 said that 
upon his admissions I couldn’t have such a man 
in the department, but that I would await his 
explanation. When that came it was wholly 
different from what he had said verbally. f 
don’t know precisely what information he con- 
veyed to the law firm, but am satisfied that it 
wasin the nature of a betrayal of interests that 
he was paid to serve. We would have removed 
him outright but forthe obstacles to removals 
which the courts have lately upheld. So,asa 
short way to get out of it, we let him resign.” 

Assistant Corporation Counsel Irish, who has 
charge of the suit forthe city, was also unable to 
specify what Livingstone had done, but said that 
while he was preparing the case, Livingstone 
was in frequent conferences with him, knew all 
his plans, and at one time had possession of his 
trial brief. As Livingstone was interested to 
the amount at least of his three-hundred-dollar 
contingent fee in having the city beaten, Mr. 
Irish did not know what mischief he may not 
have done, both in the way of suppression and 
communication. 

Mr. Robinson and Mr. Scribner, of the law 
firm implicated, took pains to deny at length 
the intimations ot collusion. They said that 
Livingstone had agreed to furnish them, as they 
understood, whatever might be on the records 
in the various departments, except the Dock 
Department, bearing on the property in dispute. 
They did not need anything from the Dock De- 
partment, having received several years ago 
what was needed fromthere. Mr. Livingstone 
gave them a compilation of statutes which was 
useless to them, and they had to employ otber 
men to do the work for which they had paid him.

OFFICER EAGAN TAUGHT POKER.

A DETAIL FROM HIS CAPTAIN THAT PROVED 
EXPENSIVE. 

Charles Thompson, a well dressed young 
man, was yesterday tried in the Court of Special 
Sessions on a charge of selling liquor witbouta 
license at No. 1,898 Third-avenue. The complain- 
ant was Officer Eagan, of the Twenty-third Po- 
lice Precinct. Thompson told the court that the 
place was nota liquor saloon, buta social or- 
ganization, called the Elite Club, was composed 
of l5o0r 20 young business men, and that no 
liquors were sold there. The members and their 


friends helped themselves to whisky or sherry, 
that always stood bandy on the sideboard, as 
they wantedit. This story was corroborated by 
four well dressed young men. 

Officer Eagan was detailed by his Captain to 
get evidence against the club, which had been 
reported as a gambling den. He was introduced 
to the gamblers, among whom were the four 
witnesses, and they persuaded him to enter into 
agame of poker. He ordered drinks for the 
party and paid for them with chips. One of the 
players was George E&. Jones, a suave, pleasant 
spoken young man, who was present in court. 
He dealt Eagan a ten full, induced him to raise 
the bet several times, and then innocently asked 
him what he held. When Eagan called out 
his hand Jones showed up a jack full and 
raked in the pot. He allowed the officer 
to win a couple of smali pots, and_ then 
dealt him a queen ful!. Again Eagan fell into 
the trapand kept raising until he was weary. 
When he proceeded to investigate Jones’s hand 
he found three aces and two little deuces. Then 
he raided the place and arrested the young men 
for keeping a gambling house and selling liquor 
without license. Justice Welde thought that 
there was not evidence enough to. hoid 
them for keeping a gambling place, but held 
Thompson for violating tne excise law. Jones 
gave his occupation as a cattle dealer. 

** He deals cards to cattle,” remarked the of- 
ficer, sotto voce. Another of the witnesses was 
George T. Seymour, of No. 52 West Twenty- 
eighth-street, who said he was a Bostonian. 

** What is your business ?” asked the court, 

“TJ deal in ivory,” replied the dude. 

“Ivory chips, probably.” remarked a lawyer 
present. A broad smile spread over the faces of 
the lawyers and officers present, but the court 
rapped to order, and asked the other witnesses 
questions. Charles E. Millett said he was a 
broker, and Alonzo P. Churchill said that he was 
a produce merchant. Thompson was fined $50, 
but the prominent young business men, his 
friends, were unable to raise that amount, and 
he was sent down stairs and put into a cell.

84 Elizabeth-street to get some money for a 
friend. He had $120 in the drawer, the savings 


The lamp he 
carried struck the edge of the bureau, and in an 
instant the inside of the drawer in which he 
kept the money was ablaze. Oll dripped over 
the bureau, which was soon enveloped in flame. 
Starhn ran out into the hall screaming for help.

She was nearly heartbroken 
over her losses,and Starhn weaot about crying 
like a boy.

‘reached her dock at Hoboken yesterday morn- 
ing.

“Ob, there's Uncle Fritz,’ she cried, and 
they were soon in the embraces of the gentle- 
men who had come to meet them. The lady 
then went up to Naegley’s Hotel and remained 
there during the morning and took dinner. At 
8o0’clock in the afternoon, in company witha 
man who registered as A. Neuhaus, New-York, 
they entereda coach and started for this city, 
as the man said, to take the Stonington Line 
steamboat for Boston. The movements of the 
party excited a little attention, as there was a 
suspicion that the lady had not given her right 
name in the list of passengers. The story re-

Ows: 

A few weeks ago the superintenéent of a 
large business house at Kiel, sleswig-Holstein, 
named Paulsen, embezzled tunds of the house to 
the amount of 400,000 marks, or about $100,000. 
He disappeared, and, it was supposed, found his 
way to this country. Now ihe lady that came 
on the Donau yesterday is supposed to be Paul- 
sen's wife, and the daughter of the Town Clerk 
of Kiel. Shestarted on the steamer Edam from 
Rotterdam for New-York, but the Edam broke 
a cylinder rod, and at Southampton her passen- 
gers were transferred tothe Donau. The Donau 
bad been lying in Southampton herself to be re- 
paired. On the way over the lady was very cheer- 
ful, and 1t was only what the little child 
said that led to the belief that her name was not 
Schenck, which she gave on shipboard. On Sat- 
urday night two men came “to Busch's Hotel, 
which is near the steamer dock in Hoboken. 
One registered and remained all night. He 
callea his friend Fritz, and registered his own 
name as A, Neuhaus. On the next night he 
crossed the road and put up at Naegley’s Hotel. 
He said he was waiting for the steamer, On its 
arrival Uncle Fritz was at the pier, but it is be- 
lieved that it was Neuhaus with whom the lady 
went to the hotel and afterward started for Bos- 
ton. The Federal authorities knew nothing of 
the case last night. nor were the authorities in 
the German Consul’s office at all communicative.

FAVORING ECONOMY, 


STOCK BROKERS VOTING TO REMAIN IN 


. THEIR PRESENT QUARTERS, 

Of the 1,100 members of the Stock Ex- 
change 746 voted on the recommendations of the 
Governing Committee regarding the enlarge- 
ment and improvement of the present Exchange 
building. Of the five propositions submitted, 
that which favored remaining in the present 
quarters and acquiring no additional real estate 
received 516 votes out of the 746. Plan No. 2, 
entailing an expenditure of $1,000,000 and an in- 
crease of $66,000 in yearly expenditures, was 
voted for by 13 members. Plan No. 3, cuntem- 
plating improvements and real estate purchases 
to the amount of $3,500,000 and an annual 
increase in expenditures of $215,000, was favored 
by 77 members. Plan No.4, providing for the 
purchase of real estate, with improvements, to 
the amount of $4,600,000, and an increase inthe an- 
nual expenditures of $260,000, was voted for by 52 
members, while 88 voted for plan No. 5, opposed 
to any changes or new investments whatever. 
The Governing Committee requested each mem- 
ber to cast with his ballot some indication as to 
his preference for a second choice in the various 
plans. Of the 746 members voting as to their 
first choice 503 voted also as to a second choice, 
andthe result was: For plan No. 1, 76; No. 2, 
19; No. 8 48; No. 4, 34; No. 5,no expenditures 
whatever, 541. 

The Governing Committee held a brief session 
after the result of the voting was made known, 
but no action of consequence was taken. New 
proposals and recommendations are to be made 
to the members soon. One new proposition is 
said to come from the Astors, offering a new site 
to the Exchange on terms that are astonishingly 
libera}l, though ita acceptance wou!d probably 
prove valuable to adjacent property of the 
Astor estate by increasing its value much be- 
yond the rebate offered the Exchange on this 
particular plot. A proposition will also be sub- 
mitted to the Exchange which contemplates the 
leasing of certain property adjoining the pres- 
entsExcbange building, and so, without an im- 
mediate large expenditure, give the Exchange 
the additional room that is declared to be neces- 


sary.

PROTECTING A COPYRIGHT: 

The John W. Lovell Company having 
published a cheap edition of Inefellow’s 
*“*Hyperion,” claiming that it was a reprint of 
the uncopyrighted edition of 1839, Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., the authorized publishers of the 


poet’s works, denounced it as a violation of the 
rights of his heirs, asserting that it contained 
changes and corrections made by him of the un- 
copyrighted edition. A suit for $25,000 damages 
was brought by the John W. Lovell Com- 
pany against Houghton, Miftin & Co. on 
the ground that the latter’s denuncia- 
tion was libelous. The alleged libel was 
denied, although the defendants admitted 
that they had issued all the warnings they were 
charged with issuing. They asserted that they 
had acted in good faith and without malice. On 
the trial of the suit, before Judge Ingrabam and 
ajury,the defendants proved that the Lovell 
edition of “ Hyperion’ was not precisely like 
the uncopyrighted edition, but contained 
changes of the original text. Judge Ingraham 
yesterday directed a verdict for Houghton, 
Mifflin & Co., saying: ‘“* The acts of the defend- 
ants, as proved here, were nothing more than 
were proper to protect them, or to protect their 
rights ana the rights of the representatives of 
the author.’”?
